ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS STATED MEETING, TUESDAY, MAY IITH, 1897. 


—The following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. Doane 
(Vice-President, in the chair), Whitaker, Niles, Scarborough, Peterkin and Starkey ; 
the Rey. Drs. Hoffman, McVickar, Eccleston, Shipman, Huntington, Applegate, 
Brown, and Greer, the Rey. Mr. Brewster, oa the Rey. Drs. Vibbert, Anstice, and 
Dirristian and Messrs. Low, King, Whitlock, Chauncey, Marvin, Thomas, and 


daria. . The Right Rey. Dr. Seymour, an ex-officio member, was also-present. 


——The most important business before the Board was the question of the appro- 
priations for the next fiscal year. The Treasurer’s report submitted at the meeting 
did not even make as favorable a showing as at the same date last year, and the 
Board concluded to continue and make binding the existing schedules of appropri- 
ations in the Domestic and Foreign fields for September, October, and November, 
1897. 

. ——By the Treasurer’s report it appeared that (for the same number of weeks 
after Easter), the Children’s Lenten Offering had increased about $1,000; 1,600 
schools remitting within that time each year. 

——A letter was submitted from the Right Rev. Dr. Nicholson, who expressed 
himself as exceedingly gratified because of the choice of Miavankes for the next 
Missionary Council. He says thatthe date, October 19th, is entirely satisfactory. 
The meetings will be held in St. Paul’s Church. Preliminary arrangements are al- 
ready in progress. 

—Seven of the Bishops in the Domestic field communicated with the Board 
with regard to appropriations, appointments, etc., and in two cases where it was re- 
quired favorable action was taken. 

— Interesting letters were submitted from Bishop Rowe -and two of the mis- 
sionaries in Alaska. The former was published in the QUARTERLY MESSAGE for 
April-June. The Bishop is very anxious for the appointment of a young clergyman 
to open a mission among the Indians at an important point, in connection with 
which an offer was received to pay the salary of such aman for two years. No 
application for the position was before the Board; but, as it considered the matter 
urgent, power was delegated to a committee to select a suitable man. 

——Letters were presented from the Right. Rev. Drs. Holly, Schereschewsky, 
Ferguson, McKim, and Graves, and several of the missionaries in foreign lands. 
Bishop Schereschewsky was about removing for a time to Japan in order that he 
might supervise on behalf of the American Bible Society the printing of a large 
edition of his revised version of the Mandarin Old Testament, originally published 
in Pekin about 1874. He will avail himself of the same opportunity to print his 
Wen-li version. It is said that such work is done better, more cheaply, and more 
quickly in Japan. Bishop Graves writes that they are doing all they can to reach 
a measure of self-support in the field and to cut down expenses by requiring the 
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Chinese Christians to defray certain charges heretofore necessarily borne by the 
mission. The Rev. Mr. Pott had collected $367 for the new science hall at St. 
John’s from the English congregation in Hongkew, and for the same purpose the 
Taotai of Shanghai had contributed 200 taels. The Bishop takes these gifts as a 
token that the work of the college is appreciated by both foreigners and Chinese, 
and as testimony to the Church at home that their contributions are well applied. 
An important conference of the Bishops of our own and the English Church had 
been held in Shanghai; one weighty subject of discussion being the question of the 
sole jurisdiction of our Bishop in the Yang-tse valley. The Presiding Bishop and 
Bishop Graves had forwarded full particulars with regard to this matter, and, upon 
the recommendation of a special committee who had examined into it, the Board 
adopted the following: 

‘* Resolved ; That the Bishops of Albany, Pennsylvania, and Shanghai be re- 
quested to present the subject of episcopal jurisdiction in foreign lands relating to 
the English and American Churches to His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
order that by the proper authorities of the two Churches the question may be defi- 
nitely settled.” 

The Rev. Mr. Partridge, writing from Wuchang, says that Williams Hall (the 
annex to the Boone School), is completed and has been occupied without ceremony, 
since it was not paid for. He remarks that the Chinese would never understand a 
ceremonious opening unless the building were free from debt. The Boone School is 
in a most flourishing condition. The authorities are crowded with applications for 
admission of their sons from persons of all grades. 

—tThe directors of St. Margaret’s School, Tokyo, have sent in an urgent peti- 
tion for a new building, the earthquake of 1894 having damaged the present struc- 
ture to such an extent that the engineer who examined it has declared it unsafe. By 
request of Bishop McKim the Board has granted permission to the Rey. Mr. Francis 
(now in this country), to speak in behalf of this object and collect money for it. 
The sum of $10,000 is required for the purpose. Another appeal comes from the 
Rev. Mr. Patton, with the Bishop’s strong endorsement, for $5,000 for the purchase 
of land and the erection of a church at Nara. This is very necessary, but the Board 
with regret was obliged to inform the Bishop and Mr. Patton that, not having the 
means in hand, it could not authorize the project. 

——A number of communications were at hand from Bishop Ferguson. The 
political troubles at the lower end of the jurisdiction being over, the Board was 
able to meet his requests for reopening some of the work in the district recently cut 
off by war, as it was supported by income from a trust fund which has been accum- 
ulating for a year or two. The Bishop’s letter appears on another page. On the 
first of February the Bishop removed to Monrovia, which will be his post-office ad- 
dress hereafter. 

The Auditing Committee reported that they had caused the books and ac- 
counts of the Treasurer to be examined to the first instant and had certified the 
same to be correct. 

——On motion of the Bishop of Pennsylvania the following resolution was 
adopted by a rising vote: 

‘* Resolved: That the Board of Managers extends its congratulations to the Rev. 
Joshua Kimber, its Associate Secretary, upon the approaching thirtieth anniversary 
of his connection with the Board of Missions, which marks the completion of the 
longest continuous service of any officer of the Society during its entire history; 
and moreover expresses its confident hope that he may soon be restored to his for- 
mer strength, and that the Board and the Church at large may continue to have the 
benefit of his valuable services for many years.” 
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WHAT IS THE BOARD OF MISSIONS DOING? 


Vury few among the readers of Tux Sprrir or Missrons are fully informed 
as to what the Board of Missions is doing. How many even among the clergy 
realize the variety and the extent of the work carried on by the General Board ? 
Its philanthropic, educational, and evangelistic efforts reach not only through 
the length and breadth of these United States, but into lands beyond the seas. 
Without entering into details the Board supports a Bishop in China, Japan, 
Africa, and Haiti, whose combined staffs number eighty-seven clergymen, eight 
physicians, and lay-readers, catechists, teachers, and Bible-readers to the 
number of 409. 

There are 978 scholars in boarding-schools and 3,625 in day-schools. The 
number of patients treated last year in the hospitals and dispensaries was 28,579, 
and the number of visits was 48,562. 

The least enthusiastic person on the subject of Foreign Missions must admit 
that here is a work of mercy and compassion which deserves sympathy and sup- 
port. If the service done to those patients were reckoned at but ten dollars 
each it would amount to considerably more than was expended by the Board last 
year for Foreign Missions. Again, when it is remembered that 4,600 are under 
daily instruction in schools, nearly 1,000 of whom are in boarding-schools, no 
one will question the value of such work as that or the economy with which it is 
done. Beside these opportunities of influence there were held during the year 
a total of 23,174 services of public worship and preaching of the Word of God. 
The baptisms numbered 782, and the confirmations 351. 

In the United States seventeen Missionary Bishops are wholly supported, 
and of other missionaries, supported either wholly or in part, there are 608 
clergymen, 152 laymen, and ninety-nine women. 

The Domestic Missions are in nineteen missionary jurisdictions and forty- 
one dioceses, and include not only the work among white people, but among 
the Colored people and among the Indians. From Florida to Alaska, up into the 
Arctic Circle, from Maine to California, from ocean to ocean, are the mission- 
aries who have gone forth as representatives of the Church. Who can estimate 
the amount of good which is being done by all these servants of the Church ? 

The whole number of stipendiaries, Domestic and Foreign, is 1,375; 
the whole amount appropriated annually by the Board of Missions toward their 
support and toward sustaining the charitable and religious works which they 
conduct is about $450,000. Too little, one might say, for such an undertaking; 
too little, one might think, to satisfy the eager desire of the Church. What 
other works of equal magnitude are done at so small an aggregate of ex- 
penditure ? 

This is but a brief summary which might be filled out with particulars and 
incidents calculated to excite the sympathy and appeal to the generosity of our 
Churchpeople. 

We must feel heartily grateful that during these years, when so many 
worthy objects have suffered for lack of adequate support, the Church has not 
called back any of its missionaries or suspended any of these works. ‘That 
more ample support ought to be provided and that opportunities for extension 
and enlargement should be afforded is true, and this might be if our people all 
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would think of the facts which have been cited and act with regard to them as 
the facts themselves suggest and as the needs demand. While it must be deeply 
gratifying to those who are interested in the Church’s progress that so much is 
being done through the Board of Missions, yet it should be borne in mind that 
the support of all these missions depends upon regular contributions from all 
members of the Church. If the contributions in any year fall short of the re- 
quirements debt and embarrassment must ensue. 

In order to close this year without debt the sum of $136,000 must be re- 
ceived before September Ist. 


THE FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


By the financial question we mean the question how to get sufficient reve- 
nue for our missions. The past three years have been very trying for the sup- 
port of missions, and this year has proved not to be an exception. We had 
hoped for increased contributions, but instead of increase, there has been a fall- 
ing off, as compared with last year. It is not surprising, considering the fact 
that the business conditions have not improved, and considering the further 
fact, that several persons who have been contributors of large sums to our treas- 
ury have died within a yearor two. These facts make the problem difficult; 
but it is all the more important that the friends of missions should put forth a 
stronger effort to make up what is lacking. 

Who will stand in the place of those large givers who, having laid up treas- 
ures in Heaven, have gone to their rest ? Who will be baptized into their places 
as supporters of the Lord’s work ? What can be done to win and persuade a 
larger number of God’s people to give freely for the cause of God’s Kingdom ? 


There is certainly a loud demand for more faith and for more of the works | 


of faith. The missions will be greatly distressed if they have to get along with 
less. We cannot in good conscience reduce them further. They need more, 
and yet, unless more means are supplied, there will be no help for it but to re- 
duce, however hard it may be. 

Cannot the sources of supply for this spiritual work be enlarged ? Cannot 
the contributions of parishes be yet increased by a generous effort ? Have all 
given conscientiously this year for Domestic, Indian, Colored, and Foreign Mis- 
sions ? 

We would affectionately press these questions upon clergy and laity, trust- 
ing that they will earnestly consider them. 


BISHOP WHIPPLE ON MISSIONS TO THE COLORED PEOPLE. 
THE following from Bishop Whipple was received too late for the May 
number of 'T'HE Sprrit or Missions: 


Southern friends have asked me to write a letter in behalf of Colored Missions. 
I have known the South for more than fifty years, and I love these Black children 
of our Heavenly Father. They have our humanity. They sin and suffer as we 


do, and our Blessed Lord died for them as He did for us. The motive for- 


Christian work for them is stronger than for any people on the earth. 
(1) We owe a debt of gratitude to this Black race, who, during the long years 
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of our civil war, were the protectors of our white sisters left in their charge. I 
know of no act of theirs during those dark days which I would forget. 

(2) With a great price we purchased their freedom. At the cost of untold 
treasure, and the lives of the noblest and best of our sons. They are our fellow- 
citizens; for good or for evil they share with us in all of the privileges and respon- 
sibilities of American citizenship. The vote of every Black man in the South is as 
potent as that of any white man. Every motive of loyalty and patriotism demands 
that we give them all of the blessings of Christian civilization. They are not a 
perishing race. They are here to stay. There are but two sides to this question. 
We must take care of them or they will take care of us. The South has generously 
provided for their education. There are more than a million of Black children in 
the public schools in the South, and when you remember that less than forty years 
ago they were slaves, that their masters were impoverished by their freedom, and 
that the vote of the freedman balances that of his former master, the provision for 
their education at public expense is a noble instance of the magnanimity of our 
Anglo-Saxon race. Common school education alone, however, will not make the 
highest type of citizens. There can be educated devils as well as educated saints. 

(3) These are not the highest motives. They concern our own welfare as citi- 
zens. The highest motive is loving, loyal gratitude to Jesus Christ, our Redeemer 
and our rightful King. Abraham Lincoln once said: ‘‘It isa great sum, and no 
nation has ever had a greater problem to solve.” Itcan be solved, and I believe 
that it will be solved by the lessons of the Gospel. Think of the anguish and woe 
that have been bound up in the history of the dark continent of Africa. Remem- 
ber that much of this has come from nations which had received this Gospel. 
Think that for the first time since our Lord ascended into Heaven all the signs of 
the times point to the fulfilment of the prophecy, ‘‘ Ethiopia shall stretch out her 
hands to God.” 

Since the Day of Pentecost, I know of nothing in the history of missions more 
marvellous than the story of Uganda. Brothers, sisters, in Christ, think how 
long our Lord has waited for these wanderers to come home, and of the joy of His 
Divine heart as He sees of the travail of His soul and is satisfied! 

I would God that our branch of the Church might with one heart take the 
motto of Carey: ‘‘Attempt great things for God. Expect great things from God.” 
Let us bring the tithes into His storehouse, and we may be sure that He will open 
the windows of Heaven and pour upon the Church a blessing that there shall not 
be room to receive it. 


WORKERS IN THE FRIGID ZONE. 


THE Church Missionary Intelligencer, of England, in allusion to the jour- 
nal of a missionary in the Arctic Circle, says: 


Mr. Peck’s journal appears opportunely just now when the public are being 
thrilled with the story of courage and endurance of Dr. Nansen. It reminds us 
that for Christ’s sake our brothers—aye, and, we may add, our sisters too—are not 
merely travelling for a few months, but dwelling year after year amid the rigors 
and privations of the Arctic regions. The world, so generously ready to ac- 
knowledge with its due meed of praise the plodding and undaunted heroism of the 
man of science, is singularly unimpressed by similar qualities when displayed for 
the sake of precious souls. We do not ask or desire for our Arctic laborers such 
marks of interest as are the reward of the explorer; they would only embarrass 
them; but let not the Church’s prayers failthem. Bompas, and Reeve, and McDonald, 
and Stringer, and Lofthouse, and Peck, and Sampson, whose faces are so seldom 
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seen in the homelands, let them not be forgotten in their frigid and lonely 
stations! 

To these names we might add those of Rowe, Chapman, Griggs, Prevost, 
and their fellow-workers. 


ST. JOSEPH’S CHURCH, FAYETTEVILLE: A CONTRAST. 


Tur Rev. Wm. V. Tunnell, warden of King Hall, Washington, D. C., 
after a visit to the new church for the Colored people of Fayetteville, in the 
Diocese of Hast Carolina, built by Mrs. W. F. Cochran, of New York, and de- 
scribed and illustrated in the May number of Tux Spreir oF Missions, wrote 
as follows: 


I have no words with which to express my admiration and gratitude for what 
Mrs. Cochran has done for the people of Fayetteville in particular, and the Church 
among the Colored people in general. I went to Fayetteville, I confess, with high 
expectations, because I felt sure that she does not do anything by halves, but I 
found there my highest dreams and hopes far exceeded by the reality. Truly, I do 
not believe there is a neater, more beautiful, more artistic little church on this con- 
tinent. I have seen summer chapels, erected by wealthy summer residents in vari- 
ous parts of the North, but I have not seen anything more tasteful, more artistic, 
more completely equipped than this. It is a ‘‘gem.” How consolingly and en- 
couragingly it contrasts with the old building, which stands on the old site, the 
type of the southern Negro ‘‘ Episcopal chapel.” As I approached the buildings 
from a distance I began my exclamations and ejaculations of delight, and that de- 
light culminated into rapture when I got inside the church and found that the 
interior even exceeded in beauty and symmetry the exterior. 

How deeply Mrs. Cochran has put the Colored people of Fayetteville, and in- 
deed those of the whole Church, in her debt! Personally, I cannot tell how grate- 
ful I am to her, and how proud I am that a good Churchwoman would build us a 
‘‘synagogue”’ because she ‘‘ loved our nation,” one that is so ‘‘ magnifical,” one in 
which the most esthetic and fastidious person could worship, so far as His house is 
concerned, in the beauty of holiness. The reproach is now everlastingly rolled 
away that the Church builds for her Colored people the meanest structures for them 
to worship in, that anything is good enough for them. May God bless Mrs. Cochran 
and may He give to her as she has given to God’s “‘ least,” ‘‘ good measure, pressed 
down, and running over.” 

The services on Sunday were very largely attended, crowded, despite the some- 
what inclement weather. I conducted-the services and preached; in the morning 
on personal consecration of life or self, and in the evening on consecration of facul- 
ties, endowments, and money to God and His Church; thoughts, as you will see, 
growing out of the event of the previous Sunday, which, I saw, was very fresh in 
the minds and hearts of the congregation. In the afternoon I met and addressed 
eighteen young men, who met to organize a branch of the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew, on the work of the brotherhood, its dangers and their opportunities, and 
shortly afterwards I met the Bishop with the vestry and talked over the matter of 
a minister. My ambition and prophecy are that the church will have to be enlarged. 
I told the people to labor to that end. 

The people are very proud of their church, and I am sure they will do their ut_ 
most in every practical way to show their gratitude. The vestry thought that they 
could promise $200 toward the 'minister’s salary in addition to the other current 
expenses, 
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MISSIONARY INSTRUCTION IN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARIES. 


AN informal conference of theological professors was held in Brooklyn, 
New York, May 12th to 13th, to consider the subject of missionary instruction 
in theological seminaries. The motive prompting the conference was announced 
by the presiding officer as “the longing to know whether steps may be taken to 
emphasize the missionary idea in our seminaries, and to exalt in the minds of 
the young men the apostolic conception and spirit of missions.” 

Four points served to guide the discussion: (1) The place of missionary 
instruction in the seminary, especially its time-relation to other studies; (2) 
the scope of this instruction; (3) the methods of this instruction, and (4) special 
instruction of missionary candidates. 

As the outcome of prolonged and fraternal discussion, the following minute 
was adopted, as representing the mind of the conference: 

Resolved: That, being deeply sensible of the opportunities God is opening in 
the world for the evangelization of men, and believing that those who are pre- 
paring for the Ministry of the Gospel should be thoroughly penetrated with the 
missionary spirit and inflamed with a passion for the saving of human souls, we, 
professors in various seminaries of the Church of Jesus Christ, do express our solemn 
convictions in the things following: 

In order to the awakening and the maintaining of the true spirit of missions, 
we recognize the pre-eminent importance of promoting in our theological semina- 
ries such influences as shall develop and enrich the spiritual life of the students, and 
shall nurture in them habits of devotion and of personal consecration. 

We are of the opinion that some earnest efforts should be made to secure more 
time on the seminary curricula for instruction in the whole subject of missions ; 
that its Biblical, historical, philosophical, practical, and personal aspects should be 
carefully and extensively set before seminary students, to the end that their affec- 
tions may be roused and that their minds may be educated to broad and thorough 
knowledge of the missionary spirit of Christianity and of the development of mis- 
sions in the past and the present claims of missions upon the ministry and upon all 
the churches of our Lord. 

We express the hope that, while in our seminaries all branches of instruction 
should be contributory to the missionary idea and should converge upon it as the 
distinctive note of practical Christianity, some individual member of the faculty 
shall be specifically entrusted with the care and development of this subject, to 
which shall be given an increased proportion of time. 

This meeting marks a significant step forward. As far as is known, for 
the first time have theological professors come together to consider specifically 
this pressingly important question. ‘The discussion brought out clearly several 
important points. First, the need was recognized by all of a wider and more 
specific instruction in missions. Secondly, the study of missions, especially the 
biography of missions, was felt to be a large factor in developing the spiritual 
life of the seminary, while on the other hand strong conviction was expressed 
that a true, broad missionary spirit is inseparable from a deep devotional life. 
Thirdly, it was made evident that more definite attention is being given and 
will be given to the curricula with a view to securing more time for this instruc- 
tion. One large seminary has a committee now at work, rearranging the cur- 
riculum with a view to placing missions as a required study on the same basis 
with any other study. 
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It is very evident that the professors are addressing themselves to this prob- 
lem with marked earnestness and care, and such a meeting as this has a tre- 
mendous bearing on the preparation of the coming leaders of the Church for a 
world-wide ministry. 


A GREAT ACHIEVEMENT. 


Tux Baptist missionary societies were confronted at the close of their fiscal 
year with an accumulated indebtedness aggregating $486,000. It was a stupen- 
dous debt, threatening the paralysis of their missionary operations unless it could 
be removed. Vigorous measures were begun at once to wipe out the debt, and 
such has been the response that the whole sum has been pledged and the soci- 
eties will now be free from a dreadful incubus. 

We should rejoice if all missionary societies could get out of debt and keep 
out. We, in common with others, have experienced the greatest difficulty 
within the past two or three years in securing enough money to meet our obliga- 
tions; but happily our people have not so far suffered the Board to close the 
year in debt. We earnestly hope that this year, also, the spirit of generosity 
and self-sacrifice may carry us safely through. 


SIXTY YEARS’ WORK OF THE ENGLISH CHURCH MISSIONARY 
SOCIE TX 


THE annual meeting of the Church Missionary Society of England was held 
in Exeter Hall, London, on Tuesday, May 4th last. The honorary secretary, in 
his annual report, said: 


Sixty years ago [the year of Queen Victoria’s accession] the Church of Christ 
could not have fully carried out its great commission. In China the door was 
shut; in Japan it was sealed; even in India important provinces could not be en- 
tered; the greater part of British North America was inaccessible; the greater part 
of Africa was unknown. When Queen Victoria ascended the throne the society 
had just sent out a missionary to make an attempt, which proved a failure, to find 
an entrance into China; and had also sent out the two men, Krapf and Townsend, 
who were afterwards respectively the first to enter east Africa, and the first to 
enter the Yoruba country. The queen had reigned four years when the first expe- 
dition went up the Niger, when Noble and Fox began the Telugu mission, when 
Livingstone went to Africa and Bishop Selwyn to New Zealand. She had been 
queen five years when the first five treaty ports were opened in China; eleven 
years when the first converts were baptized at Abeokuta; thirteen years when 
French and Stuart went out to open the Agra College; fourteen years when Rob- 
ert Clark was able to cross the Sutlej and enter the Punjaub, and when John Hor- 
den settled on the shores of Hudson’s bay; twenty years when Samuel Crowther 
started the Niger mission. She had reigned twenty-two years when the gate into 
Japan began slowly to open; twenty-four years when Speke discovered Uganda, 
and when the first baptisms took place in Fuh-chow, and in what we now know as 
Bishop Ridley’s diocese; thirty-one years when Ensor went to Japan and Bruce to 
Persia; thirty-eight years when Frere Town was founded; exactly forty years 
when the Gospel was first preached in the capital of Uganda. When the queen 
came to the throne four native converts had been ordained to the Ministry of the 
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Church of England. . . . During her reign 540 have been ordained in connec- 
tion with the Church Missionary Society alone. ; 

Still more striking, in certain respects, is the retrospect of the past ten 
years, since the queen’s jubilee was celebrated. It was in that year (1887) 
that the committee, after earnest prayer, adopted the policy of refusing no candi- 
dates on financial grounds. In the previous fifty years, between the queen’s ac- 
cession and her jubilee, the society had sent out 900 missionaries; in the ten years 
since it has added nearly 700 to the roll. Even after deducting deaths and retire- 
ments, the ordained missionaries have in the ten years increased from 247 to 400, 
the laymen from forty to 100; the women (not including wives), from twenty-two 
to 236; total from 309 to 762. The increase in particular fields in the ten years is 
still more noteworthy: in west Africa, from eleven to forty-five; in eastern equa- 
torial Africa, from twenty-six to eighty-three; in the Mohammedan lands, Egypt, 
Palestine, and Persia, from seventeen to seventy-seven; in India, from 133 to 243; 
in China, from thirty to 107; in Japan, from fourteen to sixty-three. 


BRIEF MENTION. 


ON Monday, May 17th, at eleven o’clock in the morning, a service was held in 
the Chapel of the Church Missions House to bid God-speed to Miss Elizabeth M. 
Deane, who was about to depart for her new field of work at Circle City, Alaska. 
A congregation which filled every seat in the Chapel wasin attendance. The Holy 
Communion was celebrated by the Rev. Dr. Wm. R. Huntington, and an address 
delivered by Bishop Whipple. Miss Deane is accompanied by Mrs. Demonet, who 
goes to Alaska to live with her daughter, Mrs. G. L. Prevost, at Fort Adams. 


WILL the clergy kindly inquire whether all contributions, by either their con- 
gregation or Sunday-school, have been forwarded to our Treasurer ? Remittances 
should be made to Mr. George C. Thomas, Treasurer, 281 Fourth Avenue, New 
York, to reach him before the end of August, the end of the fiscal year. 


THE Rev. Masakazu Tai, whose portrait forms this month’s frontispiece, was 
one of the first two natives admitted to the Ministry in the Japan mission. Since 
his ordination he has done most valuable ministerial work, and is just returning to 
Japan after a visit to this country in the interest of the mission. 


Ar the anniversary of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts, to be held in St. James’s Hall, London, on Friday, June 25th, Bishop Tut- 
tle, of Missouri, is appointed to speak on ‘‘The Domestic Missions of the Church 
in the United States,” and Bishop Dudley, of Kentucky, is appointed to speak on 
‘The Foreign Missions of the Church in the United States.” 


WE are indebted to Bishop F. R. Graves for a copy of the report of the second 
conference of the China mission in 1896. The proceedings of the conference were 
published in Tu SpiriT or Missrons soon after they took place. The report which 
we now acknowledge is full and accurate and is well worthy of a place in every 
library of Foreign Missions. 


On the first anniversary of the massacre, on August Ist, 1895, of the eleven 
persons at Ku-cheng, China, most of them connected with the English Church 
Missionary Society, a beautiful monument erected over their graves was unveiled. 
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It was built chiefly by contributions from the 1,800 foreigners residing in China. 
At the services connected with the unveiling, representatives were present, not 
only from the various missionary societies laboring in China, but also members of 
the consular and customs service, and many merchants. The monument is of 
white marble, representing an angel with folded wings overlooking the graves, 
and bears the names of the martyrs, with the legend: ‘“‘They overcame by the 
blood of the Lamb.” 


Ir was stated at a meeting held in London to celebrate the anniversary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society’s ninety-second birthday, that when the society 
was founded in 1804 there were not more than 5,000,000 copies of the Holy 
Scriptures in existence, printed in thirty-five languages. At the present time there 
are something like 147,000,000 copies, including 4,000,000 added to the total last 
year, in 330 dialects, in circulation, and they are also being translated into 100 
additional tongues. 


THE Rochester (England) diocesan board of Foreign Missions has published an 
excellent pamphlet entitled, ‘‘ The Best Hundred Missionary Books,” with the names 
of their publishers and their prices. The first two on thelist are ‘“‘ The Holy Bible, 
the Inspired Book on Missions,” and ‘‘The Book of Common Prayer, the Devo- 
tional Book on Missions.” 


Tur Handbook and Directory of the Anglican Church in the Far East for 1897 is 
the first issue of a new annual printed and published by the English Church Mission 
Press at Seoul, Corea. It comprises the Church calendar, statistical and other in- 
formation of the missions of the Church of England and the American Church in 
China, Japan, Corea, the Straits Settlements, and the Hawaiian islands, and a list 
of their ordained and unordained workers. 

Mr. Henry HE. PELLEW, who is doing most valuable work for the Church as 
the acting secretary of the Commission on Work among the Colored People, writes 
from Washington, D.C., to correct an error in the article upon the St. Augustine’s 
League of New York, which wascontributed to the last number of this magazine 
and appears upon pages 251 and 252 of that issue. Mr. Pellew states that the league 
originated in St. Thomas’s Parish, New York, and not in St. Bartholomew’s 
Parish. 


THE placing of the corner-stone of the new museum of antiquities at Cairo, 
Egypt, which occurred last March, was probably the most remarkable event of its 
kind that has ever happened. The receptacle of the various documents put into the 
corner-stone was an Egyptian coffer of the year 2500 B, C. 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


BisHop HARE writes: ‘‘ As I was instructing the Indian catechists and helpers 
one evening on the Rosebud reserve, the exercises were interrupted by the arrival 
of a special messenger from the agency, who handed me a letter from the white 
people of the agency, which contained a draft for $104.50, and which read as be- 
low. It was a spontaneous expression of appreciation and friendship, which had 
a value to my heart even greater than its large money value. God bless the 
donors: ‘ DEAR Sir: Your Rosebud friends wish to present you with the inclosed 
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funds, $104.50, for paying your expenses in visiting the various missionary stations 
in the Indian country.’ ”’ 


THE Rev. George Grant Smith, assistant to the dean in Christ Church Cathedral, 
Louisville, Kentucky, writes: ‘‘ Will you please send me some copies of the regular 
prayers for missions put forth by the Board? Under the Bishop’s direction, the bell 
of the cathedral is rung each day, at noon, to bid those who hear it to pray for mis- 
sions, and at that time prayers are said in the office of the guild-house. On Mon- 
days, at the clericus, at noon, the prayers are said. We should like the prayers to 
use on these occasions. Do you think there would be sufficient call for them to 
justify the Board in issuing a placard, in prominent letters, with the words ‘ At 
Mid-day Pray for Missions’? I should like very much to have such a card dis- 
played in the office here.” 


WE have received from one of our most prominent rectors the following letter 
concerning THE SPIRIT OF Missions: ‘‘You know how much I admire and have 
for years admired THE SPrriIT oF Missions.

THE BEST METHOD OF INFUSING A MISSIONARY SPIRIT INTO A 
CONGREGATION.* 


I Am asked to consider the question ‘‘ What is the best method of infusing a 
missionary spirit into a congregation ?” 

A missionary spirit, as regards a congregation or an individual (it seems to me), 
is a part of that which, through the appointed channels of grace, is communicated 
from our blessed Lord, by and through the agency of the Holy Spirit, whom He 
sent into the world to supply that which would otherwise be lacking in the minis- 
trations of His Church. It is from this standpoint that I would examine the whole 
matter. 

Well has it been said by the Bishop of Western Michigan: ‘‘Only missions can 
save this Church from being a poor, withered branch of the blessed Vine.” 

Let us look at this statement for a moment. 

T hesitate not to declare that the missionary charter of the Church embodies the 
sole use for her Apostolic commission. He who emptied Himself of His glory 
which He had with His Father before the world was, and took upon Himself our 
nature, that He might become the great Missionary from Heaven to earth, after He 
was actively engaged in the work of His brief, personal ministry, summed it all up 
in a few direct words: ‘‘God so loved the world, that He gave His only-begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish, but have everlasting life; 
for God sent not His Son into the world to condemn the world; but that the world 
through Him might be saved.” 

In the history of that personal ministry, as committed to record by inspired 
Apostles and evangelists, I call upon you to observe what should be remarked by 
all disciples, that there is very much more that has reference to Christian missions 
than there is with regard to doctrine or dogma. The theme of the Divine Preacher,

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as well as of His forerunner and of His immediate followers—the Twelve and the 
Seventy—let it be marked, was always missionary. The Advent call was empha- 
sized by Him whom the Baptist pointed out in that memorable introduction: “ Be- 
hold the Lamb of God which taketh away the sin of the world,” when He began to 
preach and to say, ‘‘Repent, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand”; and it was 
again and again reiterated by His disciples when He sent them out two and two to 
preach the Gospel of the Kingdom, and when, after the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost, they answered the alarm cry, ‘‘ Men and brethren, what shall we do?” with 
their prompt rejoinder, ‘‘ Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the Name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins; and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto you and to your children, and to all that are afar 
off. . . . ForGod . . . now commandeth all men everywhere to repent.” 

The missionary charter of the Church embodies the sole use for her Apostolic 
commission. In the light of the same history let us examine this declaration. You 
well remember the circumstances. The faithful eleven had marvelled at those 
words: ‘‘It is expedient for you that I go away.” They had passed through the 
scenes of the upper chamber, the garden, the betrayal, the judgment hall, the cross. 
They had been made glad almost beyond our conception when they realized the 
fact of the Resurrection; they were to experience that blessed intercourse with the 
risen Lord of the great forty days, during which He would speak particularly to 
them ‘‘ of the things pertaining to the Kingdom of God,” and then the separation 
was tocome. As the great Head of His Church, He was to return unto His Father, 
carrying our nature to the throne of Heaven. The Church’s earthly ministrations, 
nevertheless, must be perpetuated, and, to this end, definite powers delegated. He 
came to them on the evening of that first Easter Day, and said: ‘‘Peace be unto 
you: As My Father hath sent Me, evensosendI you. And . . . He breathed 
on them and said unto them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost: whosesoever sins ye remit, 
they are remitted unto them ; and whosesoever sins ye retain, they are retained.” 
Thus was conferred upon them, and, as we believe, upon their successors in office 
to the end of time, all that was human in the administration of His Church Mili- 
tant; the Divine and spiritual part was presently to be assumed by the Holy Ghost, 
thus making God and man workers together for the salvation of souls. 

Directly after the conferring of this Apostolic commission (as it would appear 
from St. Mark’s sequence), He gave them the missionary charter, saying: ‘‘Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the Gospel to every creature.” ‘‘ He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; and he that believeth not shall be damned.” On 
this all-important occasion St. Thomas was absent. He was, doubtless, admitted to 
the privileges and received the powers of the Apostolate on the evening of the next 
Lord’s Day, which witnessed His good confession of the glorified Saviour in those 
words most full of meaning—‘‘ My Lord and my God!” 

Not yet, however, had all the disciples risen fully above their human weak- 
nesses; for when they ‘‘ went away into Galilee, into a mountain where Jesus had 
appointed them” before His passion, it is recorded that even yet ‘“‘some doubted.” 
There was need, therefore, for the reiteration of the last command, and it was 
spoken with great force: ‘‘All power is given unto Me in heaven and in earth. Go 
ye, therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the Name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have cae you: and lo, lam with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world. Amen.” 

St. Mark concludes his Gospel (as it has come down rm us) with the record of 
the Asceasion, followed immediately by a declaration touching the Apostles, that 
‘*they went forth and preached everywhere, the Lord working with them and con- 

firming the word with signs following.”

Had we no more, this were surely enough; but so particular was our risen, as- 
cended Lord about this matter of preaching Himas the ‘‘ sun of righteousness ” to those 
who were ‘‘sitting in darkness and dwelling in the region and shadow of death,” 
nay, so near was this matter of Christian missions to Him, and so warm a place had 
it in His heart, that once more He returned to earth to stand before Saul of Tarsus 
in the way as he went, the persecutor of Christians, that He might call him, so 
earnest, so zealous, so learned, to be Paul the great missionary to the Gentiles. 

I reach a higher plane, and confidently affirm that missions are the visible 
manifestation of love; and that love is at once the essence and sum of the Gospel. 
This being true, it follows that the professed disciple, who, in any degree, holds 
back in this one work of the Church, does a great wrong to the cause of Christ. 

Once more: ‘‘ What is the best method of infusing a missionary spirit into a 
congregation ?” In view of the teaching of the facts that have been before us, I 
delay no longer to formulate my answer. It is this: By approaching the members 
thereof individually and collectively. 

(a) In an educational way. (According to Worcester’s definition of the word, 
the act or process of training, by a prescribed course of discipline.) 

(6) By edification. (In the sense of instruction which imparts strength to the 
character by building it up.) Or, in other words, drawing out what is known, so 
that knowledge may become practice, and adding thereto continually what is lack- 
ing in that knowledge, looking to its more perfect application. 

In the charge to sponsors in the Office for Infant Baptism, they are distinctly 
instructed that it is their part and duty to see to it that the child be taught, so soon 
as he shall be able to learn, the nature of the profession and vows that have been 
made and taken in his behalf. As a good soldier and servant unto his life’s end, it 
is unquestionably certain, even had not our Church put her seal upon the fact, that 
the missionary duty is incumbent upon every person so baptized. 

We have, then, the time officially fixed at which this education and edification 
shall be begun, namely, so soon as the child shall be able tolearn. The missionary 
idea should be taught in its simplest form at the mother’s knee; it should be reiter- 
ated again and again, as all lessons to the young need to be, when, according to the 
specific direction, the child is catechised openly in the church; the catechist draw- 
ing his inspiration from the baptismal vows, from the Creed, from that divinely 
taught prayer, ‘‘ Thy kingdom come,” and from the teachings of that Sacrament 
which, according to the reading of Lange, was instituted not only to ‘‘show forth 
the Lord’s death till He come,” but as an enabling means to the keeping of that 
commandment which was from the beginning, ‘‘ Love one another.” 

‘Tf it be thought that I am pressing this subject too far, let me repeat what in 
substance I have already said, that, to my mind, the missionary thought of the 
great Father and of His dearly beloved Son pervades everything which is distine- 

tively Christian, and may be drawn therefrom. 
The next period of instruction which I would distinctly mark is in the Con- 
firmation class. It is true that all previous training has been leading up to this 
point, but, nevertheless, we all find it a time for the thorough review of the lessons 
of the past and a renewed and rigid enforcement of the same with those enlarged 
views of the subjects treated which the opening of the mind of the candidate per- 
mits. At this juncture, then, we should reinforce our past teachings with regard to 
the missionary spirit, which it is incumbent upon every disciple to have and to hold 
to, in connection with all those other holy practices which group themselves in 
beautiful order in every manifestation of true Christian manhood; building upon 
those things which have been imparted—the commandments of God, the teachings 
of the form for all prayer, the verities of the Christian Faith—including in them- 
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selves or leading up to the sum total of what a Christian ought to know and believe 
to his soul’s health. 

We should, I say, use this opportunity, never again afforded us, to impress 
upon the candidate his whole duty with regard to honoring God not only with his 
body, soul, and spirit, but also with his substance according to the Gospel rule—as 
the Lord has blessed him. And in after life (as ministers of Christ and stewards of 
the mysteries of God), we cannot fail in the process of building up, in “rightly 
dividing the word of truth” upon all suitable occasions, to go constantly over the 
ground that has already been covered in the instruction of the child and the youth. 
Thus, as wise master-builders, are we engaged here in preparing living stones for 
their own places in that beautiful ‘‘temple not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens,” where shall be heard the sound of ‘‘ neither hammer nor axe nor any tool 
of iron.” 

After reaching this point, I accidentally found that I had been saying only 
what had been much more tersely said upon exactly the same topic, by the Right 
Rey. Dr. McIlvaine in 1835: 

There is a great lack of knowledge on this subject. Multitudes imagine that 
the missionary spirit is something altogether separate from the spirit of the ordinary 
Ministry, and especially of ordinary piety; so that one may have no zeal for the 
promotion of the Gospel, and yet be destitute of no important feature of a consistent 
Christian. They suppose, also, that missionary associations and efforts are so 
entirely distinct from the Church, so incidental and extra to the ordinary duties and 
objects of her organization, that Church duty and missionary duty, Church mem- 
bership and obligation to take part in missionary work are entirely distinct and in- 
dependent; so that if one choose to have nothing to do with any effort to propagate 
the Gospel beyond the circle of his own interests, he may still be a very consistent 
member of the Church. Earnest teaching is needed to show our people, and keep 
them in remembrance, how the spirit and field of the ordinary Ministry and of the 
most devoted missionary are essentially one, so that to support missions in their 
most unlimited aim is as much their duty as to support the Ministry. . . . And 
again, how entirely the Church is a missionary society, in its grand design, in the 
spirit and object of its Divine Founder, in the primitive commission of its Ministry, 
and in the work which the Lord has given its every member to do; so that the mis- 
sionary institution of the world is the Church of Christ on earth. 

Verily, it isso. In the words of the Bishop of Long Island: ‘‘If God has not 
given this branch of His Holy Catholic Church some part in this gréat work of the 
evangelization of the world, then it has no right to exist; if He has given to it a 
part in the work, and it refuses or neglects to do it, then it does not deserve to exist. 
If the latter be true, may God have mercy upon us all.” 

To this I would add that if any member of the Church, which is the Body of 
Christ, fail, through ignorance, to take an active part in this great work of missions, 
he misses a high privilege of his Christian calling; but, if knowing, he do it not, he 
proves himself recreant to his calling and duty. 

We of the clergy owe it to our people to instruct them and stir them up to this 


duty and privilege. Let us be sure that through nolack upon our part any of them 
fall short. 


THE ARMENIAN MASSACRES, 


“LETTERS from Armenia,” by Dr. J. Rendel Harris, a professor in Cambridge 
University, England, and Helen B. Harris, his wife, is a collection of private let- 
ters written to a small circle of interested friends in England, who followed their 
expedition to Armenia with great interest, and also with material assistance for 
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the suffering Armenians. The tour in Asiatic Turkey was made from March to 
October, 1896, being coincident with the later period of the more extensive massa- 
cres of the Armenians. The letters of this Cambridge professor and his wife give 
a vivid sketch of the situation throughout the Turkish Empire, and furnish most 
valuable testimony to the character of the outrages, it being the direct evidence of 
eye-witnesses. 

The journey was made for the purpose of looking up certain Syriac manu- 
scripts in the monasteries and churches of eastern Turkey and northern Mesopo- 
tamia, and the travellers had special relations with and were accorded protection 
by the foreign consuls, French as well as English, and were otherwise aided by 
them, as well as by the missionaries, in their searches for the manuscripts and in 
the general information which they sought concerning the Armenian life, charac- 
ter, and religion, and the tyrannous rule of the Turks. The travellers had no in- 
tention at first of giving publicity to their letters, but they did not find it easy to 
refuse the requests of their friends in England and of a leading London firm of 
publishers to have them reproduced. Their book has an introduction by Mr. Glad- 
stone, who says that it is ‘‘of great importance.” It has been published in this 
country by the Fleming H. Revell Company. 


THE FAITHS OF ISLAM. 


A SECOND edition has been published in London of ‘‘The Faith of Islam,” by 
the Rev. Edward Sell, B.D., M.R.A.S., a fellow of the University of Madras. Other 
books on Mohammedanism have appeared since the original edition of Mr. Sell’s 
work was issued in 1881, but a writer in the Church Missionary Intelligencer says 
that his volume ‘‘has certainly not been superseded, and, as far as we know, there 
is no other English book which contains an equally full, accurate, and consecutive 
account of the faith, or rather faiths, of Islam, both orthodox and heretical.”’ 

The preface to the present edition tells us that it ‘‘deals with certain phases of 
modern Moslem thought in India and in Persia which found no place in the first 
edition.” Among these may be noted the account of the Babis, their origin and 
growth and the persecutions they have suffered. Concerning certain fallacies ex- 
posed in the work the reviewer in the Intelligencer says: ‘‘Mr. Sell takes special 
pains to dispel certain popular errors, e.g., that the Koran and the Koran only is the 
religion of Mohammedans, that the Mohammedan world is at unity in itself, that 
Islam is remarkable for the simplicity of its dogmatic teaching, that it is a system 
which has produced a high degree of culture. On this last point there is a valuable 
note in the second edition (p. 163), which contains an examination of Sayyid Amir | 
Ali’s statement that ‘the superiority of the Moslems in architecture requires no 
comment.’ 

‘*Mr. Sell’s treatment of another fallacy—the supposed spiritual authority of 
the Sultan in Turkey—deserves the attention of those who have to deal with the 
eastern question. We were told not long ago that M. Hanotaux, the French min- 
ister for foreign affairs, ‘was specially averse to doing anything that would weaken 
the position of the sultan as the spiritual head of his people.’ When this is the lan- 
guage of a responsible statesman, we are not much surprised at the solution of the 
difficulty which suggested itself to the historical imagination of Dean Stanley, viz., 
that the sultan should be deprived of his temporal power, removed from Constanti- 
nople, and established at Cordova, which should become the seat of his religious 
authority. 

‘‘This notion of the sultan’s spiritual headship arises from his claim to be the 
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khalif, i.e., the successor of the prophet. Asa matter of fact, there are multitudes 
of Mohammedans who do not acknowledge this claim.” 


DR. CHAMBERLAIN’S BOOK. 

THE Rev. Dr. Jacob Chamberlain, an American missionary in India for thirty- 
seven years, has written a very interesting book of missionary adventure under the 
title ‘‘In the Tiger Jungle, and Other Stories of Missionary Work.” Numerous ar- 
ticles from Dr. Chamberlain’s pen have appeared in leading journals, to the great 
pleasure of the readers thereof, and he has received urgent requests from many 
sources that there might be issued in book form a collection of his stories and 
sketches, and so he has given twenty-three of them in this volume. If this book 
proves to be a success it is to be followed by other volumes. F 

As the book abounds in stirring adventure and thrilling narrative it is admira- 
bly calculated to interest the young in India and the missionary work there. The 
titles of the chapters engage every reader’s attention: ‘‘In the Tiger Jungle: Does 
God Hear Prayer?” ‘‘The Man with the Wonderful Books,” ‘‘ Encounter with a 
Ten-foot Serpent, and Its Results,” ‘‘Treated with a Shower of Stones,” “A Fruit- 
ful Preaching Tour,” ‘‘ The Fleet-footed Tract,” ‘‘ Unreckoned Fruits,” ‘“‘ The Gos- 
pel River in India: How it Flows.” 

The Rey. Dr. Francis E. Clark, who writes an introduction to the volume, 
’ speaks of Dr. Chamberlain as ‘‘a fascinating writer, who knows how to make even 
a commonplace story interesting, and an interesting story fascinating.” The work 
is published by the Fleming H. Revell Company of New York and Chicago. 


THE RELIGIOUS FEELINGS OF CHINESE WOMEN. 


Mrs. GEORGE 8. Hayes, an American missionary in northern China, has an 
article in the Missionary Review on the women of China, in which she says: ‘‘ The 
religious feelings of Chinese women vary greatly in different localities. In some 
places they are distinctly religious, visiting temples, worshipping daily at a private 
shrine in the home, fasting, praying, and endeavoring by good works to lay up for 
themselves a reward in the future world. In the eastern part of Shantung province 
this is not the case. The women, as a rule, never visit the temples, and worship 
no private gods. They are, of course, filled with many vague and dark supersti- 
tions. Hard-worked, improperly nourished, easily distracted, and excited by the 
little details of daily life, they seem to give little if any thought to their future after 
death.” : 


LINCOLN’S GIFT TO A MISSIONARY. 

PRESIDENT LINCOLN was once so impressed with the advantages of missions 
that he sent a gift to a native missionary in the Marquesas islands. An American 
ship had touched at one of the islands for supplies. The chief, to avenge an insult 
suffered many years before at the hands of unprincipled Peruvians, ordered the 
first mate, who had gone ashore, to be seized and dragged away for a cannibal 
feast. Kekela, a Hawaiian missionary on one of the islands, purchased this 
American’s freedom, giving to the chief a six-oared boat, which was prized highly 
and much needed in his missionary work. Others of the crew were saved by the 
family of Kekela, who made signs for them to return to their vessel. President 
Lincoln, learning the facts, and believing that the salvation of ship and cargo, as 


well as crew, was due to the missionary, sent Kekela as a thank-offering $500 in 
gold from his own purse.

A LETTER FROM BISHOP ROWE. 


Sirka, ALASKA, April 20th, 1897. 

I HAVE just returned from a visit to 
Metlahkahtla and the islands of south- 
eastern Alaska. I had the pleasure of 
spending five days with Mr. Duncan, in- 
specting his successful mission, getting 
acquainted with himself and his people, 
studying his methods of work and con- 
sulting with him as to where he would 
advise us to start a mission among the 
Indians. I was astonished at the small 
number of Indians in that part of Alaska. 
They may be classified as follows: First, 
the Tsimp Theaus, who are all collected 
at Metlahkahtla and cared for; secondly, 
the Kliukits, who number but a few 
hundred, belonging to three different 
crests, scattering and becoming more and 
more demoralized by reason of their 
propensity of haunting the small com- 
munities of whites. The Presbyterians 
are making an effort to gather them to- 
gether at Saxman and establish a mission 
there. These may be left to the Presby- 
terians. Thirdly, the Hydah Indians, 
on Prince of Wales island. Mr. Duncan 
told me that he would strongly recom- 
mend our taking up the work among 
these. He recommended Kasa-au Bay 
as a most suitable centre with many 
natural advantages, and his Indians said 
that they (the Hydahs) were desirous of 
having a mission and school there. They 
were the great warriors on this coast, 
and to-day are regarded as having no 
superiors among the other tribes, and 
the most industrious. Mr. Duncan said 
that they numbered from 500 to 700; 
that while they are somewhat scattered 
on the island at present, yet they would 
undoubtedly gather into a colony around 
the mission. The island is large, has 


plenty of good timber, is rich in minerals 
—gold, copper, and coal, some specimens 
of these I saw—while the waters abound 
in fish. And what is still more to the 
point is that no work of a missionary 
nature has ever been attempted among 
them. In one place, the ocean side of 
the island, but opposite to and many 
miles from Kasa-au Bay, a government 
school was started, but whether it is still 


in existence or not, I could not learn. 


In view of all these facts, as well as 
the fact that so far as an Indian mission 
in this part of Alaska is concerned, it is 
this or nothing, I announced to these 
Indians that we would undertake work 
among them. I was influenced strongly 
by Mr. Duncan to do so, and being with- 
in easy communication with Metlah- 
kahtla, we would have the sympathy, in- 
terest, and moral support of Mr. Duncan 
and his Indians. In a few weeks Dr. 
Campbell will go to Kasa-au and hold 
the ground for us. 

I would therefore make the following 
recommendation—that the Board give 
me its approval in this matter and as 
soon as possible appoint asuitable young 
man (a Deacon), specially under me to 
undertake this mission; young, so that 
he may learn the language; of good 
sense and executive ability, and possess- 
ing, if possible, some mechanical knowl- 
edge. For having first possessed it as a 
mission, gathered the Indians together, 
gained some knowledge of their tongue, 
infused such a desire for Christian in- 
struction and a pledge to live as Chris- 
tians in such a colony, then to follow as 
time might permit with some industry, 
as a saw mill. I would not like the 
Church to lose this opportunity, there- 
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fore may I ask you to please present it to 
the Board, and give me some assurance 
that the work will be undertaken and 
supported before I leave for the North, 
which will be early in June? The first 
thing to be done will be to appoint some 
reliable man as a missionary. I know 
of no work which ought to be so capti- 
vating for some young man of God, in- 
tent to build up a work of so many pos- 
sibilities from material new and ready 
for his own moulding. 

At Kitchikau the inhabitants offered 
me five acres of ground for a mission, 
but I have not accepted it. I may yet, 
because it may develop into quite a min- 
ing centre; but at present there are about 
fifteen families only, five or six of whom 
are Indians. Itis, however, of small im- 
portance compared to the work that may 
be opened out among the Hydahs. 

Ihad a very tempestuous cruise and 
got so drenched that together with 
wretched sleeping quarters, I caught a 
very bad cold. I wanted to reach Sitka 
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in time for Easter and had no end of 
difficulties to overcome in order to do so. 
I paddled through storm and rain to 
catch the steamer for Juneau and was 
picked up by her in mid-channel. Then 
at Juneau I could not get a passage to 
Sitka except by purchasing a ticket for 
Cook’s Inlet, and thisI did, just reaching 
Sitka on Saturday before Easter. 
But the appreciation and joy of the peo- 
ple here for Easter services richly repaid 
me. The services were glorious and pro- 
foundly impressed all. The congre- 
gations were large and composed of 
Russians, Jews, Japanese, Indians, 
Roman Catholics, Presbyterians, Epis- 
copalians, etc. Our services have made 
such an impression here that now they 
do not know how they will live without 
them when I leave. 

I may go direct from Unalaska to Point 
Hope in June, then visit the Yukon in 
September on my way back.

pages 248 and 257 of that number. We 
give these illustrations, therefore, this 
month, feeling sure that they will be in- 
teresting to all the readers of the maga- 
zine. 


THE DEEP SEA FISHERMEN OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC. 


ANYONE who has crossed the Grand 
Banks in clear weather, has doubtless 
seen one or more of the fishing schoon- 
ers which frequent that vicinity. Here 
in the summer time a large fleet of 
American vessels are engaged in cod and 
halibut fishing, and even in winter a 
smaller fleet are occupied in the halibut 
trade for the fresh market. These vessels 
carry ‘‘ali hands,” from eighteen to 
twenty men, and are away from port 
from five weeks to six months. They 
market their fish on shares, the vessel 
sharing one half, the men the other, 
minus what are called stock charges. 
Every trip is not successful, and some- 


times, when the catch is large, the 
market is unsatisfactory. Besides these 
vessels, there is a large fleet engaged in 
fishing for cod with hand lines on 
George’s Bank. Another fleet is known 
as ‘‘haddockers” that in winter time 
supply the fresh market at T wharf, Bos- 
ton. Many vessels thus occupied in 
winter, go into the mackerel fishing in 
summer. They are called ‘‘seiners.” 
The men who man the vessels are in the 
majority of instances natives of Nova 
Scotia or Newfoundland, and _ conse- 
quently, at least by profession, members 
of the Church of England. They are 
rarely ashore for any length of time, 
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and as their trips are sometimes long, 
they are not very regular church-goers. 


What work, therefore, the Church can. 


do among them must be done when and 
where it can. The Church of England 
has shown us how much can be done of 
a religious and moral nature, which is 
not less instructive than interesting. 
The English Church’s mission to the 
North Sea fishermen has bought and 
fitted out four vessels that visit the fish- 
ing fleets. These vessels carry a chap- 
lain, a physician, medicines, literature, 
warm clothing, and other supplies. 
Services are held on the mission ship, 
and often the vessel becomes a temporary 
hospital. When the men come ashore 
there are reading-rooms and lodgings to 
counteract the effect of drinking-saloons 
and other evil influences that beset 
them. 

This sort of work is very successful. 
It is only necessary to refer to the fol- 
lowing, in Church Bells, by a chaplain 
of the mission: ‘‘ The fishermen are not 
hostile to the Church. The work can be 
done better by the Church than by any 
other religious body, and a large propor- 
tion of the fishermen welcome heartily 
a Church ship and a Church clergy- 
man.” 

Gloucester, Massachusetts, is the chief 
salt-fishing port of the United States and 
is said by some to be the largest fishing 
town in the world. It isan incorporated 
city. Here most of the vessels are owned 
and registered. The fishermen are, 
therefore, generally residents of Glou- 
cester, and make family ties and rela- 
tionships here. There are about 300 
vessels and over 4,000 fishermen in and 
out of Gloucester all the year round. It 
is a port for both vessels and men. The 
Church has as yet no work inaugurated 
for the fishermen. There is a parish in 
Gloucester and a resident Priest, and it 
is to be said for the fishermen, that some 
of them bear a large proportion of the 
current expenses. The Archdeaconry of 
Lowell makes a small yearly grant 
toward the rector’s stipend. The parish 
does what it can by distributing good 
literature of all kinds among the vessels, 
and also by the distribution of mufflers 
and other comfortable things among the 
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men, and clothing to their families 
ashore, it does something. 

What we have in mind isa building on 
the principal street of Gloucester, which 
shall contain a reading-room,  bath- 
rooms, lodgings, and a large hall for the 
instruction and entertainment of the 
men, such as lectures on navigation, etc. 
Religious services and instruction, we 
think, should be given in the parish 
church. As the chief temptations of the 
men while ashore are drunkenness and 
the like, a place to ‘‘loaf” and lodge, 
that has a moral atmosphere quite re- 
mote from that of the ‘kitchen bar- 
room” and ordinary boarding-house, 
would be a great protection to them. It 


would also give an opportunity to the 


rector of the parish to know many of 
the men and obtain their interest in the 
church and their presence at the services. 

This project, including the cost of the 
necessary land can hardly be realized in- 
side of $20,000. 

To provide for the men while at sea, it 
is hoped to interest the Church to fur- 
nish a schooner of about 100 tons to visit 
the different fleets, doing its work on the 
same lines as the mission ships of the 
Church of England. 

To realize this would not take very 
long, were it not for the necessary an- 
nual expense it would entail. It would 
take about $38,500 to keep the vessel in 
commission eight months in the year. 
The vessel could be had for not more 
than $5,000. The estimate of the cost of 
keeping it in commission includes a 
chaplain’s stipend, but supposes the doc- 
tor would be willing to go for the trip. 

Lest this may seem an unnecessary 
undertaking, let us suppose that the 
Church ship, on reaching the banks, 
drops anchor within hailing distance of 
only six fishing vessels. Those six ves- 
sels carry, all hands, twenty men apiece. 
Leaving a watch of two men on each 
vessel, there would be 108 men for a 
congregation on the mission ship. I 
take it, many of the clergy would be 
very glad of 108 men to preach to every 
Sunday. Would the men go aboard the 
mission ship for Divine service ?. Every- 
one who could, if only because it was 
something to do; for monotony is their 
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enemy at sea. They would be glad to 
sing familiar hymns, listen to some 
words of Christian counsel and advice, 
and take their appointed parts in the 
familiar prayers of the Prayer Book. 


is 
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Good resolutions, and there are many 
formed at sea, might be made to bear 
fruit ashore with the aid of the reading- 
room and the co-operation of the chap- 
lain with the rector of the parish. The 
Church of England mission has proved 
the utility of this work, and it is, there- 
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fore, neither an untried experiment nor 
an idle speculation. 


Deep sea fishermen are peculiarly open 


to religious influences, a fact that can 


be appreciated only by those whose lot is 


cast with them. The Church may yet 
be the pioneer in providing for their 
moral and spiritual necessities, and the 
fields are white unto the harvest.

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MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


GEORGIA.—Bishop Nelson, in his ad- 
dress to the seventy-fifth convention of 
the Church in the diocese, spoke as fol- 
ows of the relation of the diocese to 
Domestic and Foreign Missions: ‘‘ While 
no effort may be spared to enable your 
diocesan to fulfil his weighty responsi- 
bility as chief missionary, and to remove 
from him any share in the burden of 
raising the fund for the support of our 
missionaries, we ought not-to lose sight of 
the fact that the household of faith for 
which we are bound to provide is not con- 
tained within diocesan bounds any more 
than within parish lines. It is my most 
fervent desire that our membership of the 
Missionary Society of the Church, which 
we attain by our new birth in Holy Bap- 
tism, should find proper recognition in a 
reasonable proportion of our offerings for 
the established and prospective missions 
of the Church abroad, or wherever the 
trustees of these gifts may direct. 

‘To some of us it is quite apparent that 
the law of the tithe has never been re- 
pealed, and that it is much more binding 
under the Christian than under the 
Mosaic dispensation, as we are inheritors 
of better things than those which were 
promised to Abraham. I am persuaded 
that neither the clergy nor the laity can 
claim exemption from the operation of 
this principle reinforced by the Gospel. 
It is applicable as well to parish as to 
diocesan income, and I fail to perceive 
how as a diocese we can imagine we are 
living aright unless out of the aggregate 
incomes of the parishes we pay into the 
missions treasury at least one-tenth of our 
receipts. I know there are dioceses, as 
there are churches and individuals, that 
do less, but I for one should not want to 
have their consciences, or the lack of 
them, least of all in the day of final 
reckoning. 

‘The Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society is the creature of our highest 
legislative and deliberative assembly, the 
General Convention. Acting under reso- 
lutions of this body, sitting as the Board 
of Missions, we are requested in an urgent 
appeal to realize our share in the general 
obligation, and to assess ourselves equit- 
ably for the purpose of securing a definite 


annual income for the propagation of the 
Gospel. It is a reasonable request. The 
duty is just and apparent. I am con- 
vinced that we can make a satisfactory 
reply. I find no reason why every 
church, chapel, and mission-station 
should not appropriate one-tenth of its in- 
come for this purpose as the minimum of 
its self-imposed charge. I think we 
ought to do it—the weakest with the 
strongest, I further believe with all my 
heart that the more any church does for 
objects outside of itself the easier is its 
way of self-support, and I see not how we 
can ever expect the outpouring of the 
abundant blessings of the Almighty so 
long as we are careless about paying His 
rent charge and taxes upon His own prop- 
erty. You may not hold my view, and 
you never will until you practise tithing; 
then you will lose sight of the obligation 


in the conviction which will come to you 


when tithing, that this is a practical 
scheme with promises attached which 
never fail of fulfilment. I never yet met 
aman who tithed his income habitually 
that he did not confess that he was liter- 
ally better off for it, and such will, I 
doubt not, be the. experience of parish 
and diocese following the same rule. 

‘*Let but the rectors and their vestries, 
the missionaries and their committees, 
take the step and follow it up, they will 
be surprised at the ease with which the 
additional sum can be raised, when faith 
in the promise and work under the in- 
fluence of that faith combine upon the 
obvious duty. 

‘‘T should glory in making reply to 
the Board of Missions that every church 
in the diocese will hold itself bound for 
one-tenth of its annual income to be ap- 
propriated to this cause, and I should go 
forth to my diocesan work with perfect 
satisfaction in seeing with my own eyes 
the fruits of this policy.”

A VISITATION BY BISHOP FERGUSON. 


Monrovia, Liperia, February 27th, 1897. 

I made an official visitation to Half 
Graway on the 9th and 10th ult. (Satur- 
day and Sunday). Mr. James J. Neal, 
who is to superintend the erection of the 
Wolfe Memorial Church at that station, 
accompanied me to make arrangements 
for the same. Having called at the sta- 
tion, we crossed the lagoon in company 
with the Rev. O. E. Hemie Shannon and 
the two teachers, Messrs. Farr and Har- 
ris, and had an interview with the 
heathen chiefs. They were willing to 
have us make choice of a site for the 
building, and so we fell upon a spot. be- 
tween two villages which almost run in- 
to each other. The timber for the frame 
and other materials had already been pre- 
pared at Harper and most of them sent 
down some time ago, but the Cavalla 
war caused a delay. There will be noth- 
ing now to prevent pushing the work on 
to completion at an early day. 

On Sunday interesting services were 
held in the largest room of Mr. Farr’s 
dwelling, but which was too small for 
the purpose. The pastor, the Rev. Mr. 
Shannon, assisted me. I preached from 
the Gospel for the day: ‘‘ Wist ye not 
that I must be about My Father’s busi- 
ness?” An interesting class of eleven 
young persons was presented to me, 
whom I addressed and confirmed. Then 
followed the celebration of the Holy 
Communion, when forty persons drew 
near to the Lord’s Table. Let it be 
noted that all of them are native Chris- 
tians. 

At 2:30 P.M. we visited the Sunday- 
school. There are thirty-six boarders 
and a number of other pupils on the sta- 
tion, and they are making fair progress. 


Mr. Neal and I addressed the school. 
This over, our entire force, including the 
school folk, was divided into squads for 
the purpose of carrying the Gospel to the 
heathen villages. God grant that the 
seed sown may take root, spring up, and 
bear abundant fruit. 

On the 12th I started for a trip up the 
Cavalla river. I took a canoe from the 
head of the lagoon, known as Shepherd 
lake, and rowed down its entire length, 
about nine miles; stopped at Half Gra- 
way and took in Mr. R. Nyema Killen, 
who was to accompany me. Leaving the 
canoe, we walked eight miles, passing 
through Cavalla station, and reached 
Dinyemalu, a heathen village on the 
river, after dark. Here we put up for 
the night. I was assigned a snug room 
ina little hut owned by a kobota—the 
name given to the men who have been 
to sea frequently and have some ac- 
quaintance with civilized customs. They 
bring a variety of things on their return 
home and take pride in furnishing and 
decorating their huts. A variety of wall 
pictures, crockery, drinking glasses, 
clocks, mirrors, etc., are to be seen. 
There was a bed here neatly made up in 
foreign style and completely shut in by 
curtains. I did not need it, preferring to 
use the canvas cot which I always carry 
with me in my tours among the heathen. 
I soon found why the bed was so closely 
tucked in; for I was besieged and at- 
tacked by an army of mosquitoes, which 
kept me awake and made me almost envy 
Killen, who had crawled under the bed 
curtains and was sleeping and sweltering 
in the hot enclosure. 

Early the next morning we hired a 
couple of canoes and ascended the river; 
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and at 2:30 P.M. landed at the principal 
village of the Gidetabo tribe. A mission 
station was opened here many years ago 
under the late Bishop John Payne, but 
the work ceased some time before I came 
into office. Now that the war trouble is 
over and the country is again open to 
free travel, I have decided to resume 
missionary operations there, relying up- 
on the Church to back up my efforts. In 
December I sent Mr. Francis Tanibo 
Hoskins there, accompanied by the cate- 
chist at Half Cavalla, Mr. Collins, to see 
the prospects. They reported favorably ; 
hence my present visit. 

The king gave me a warm reception, 
and in the evening called together his 
chiefs and others, whom we addressed. 
They expressed joy at having us resume 
the work among them, received Mr. Hos- 
kins as their catechist and teacher, and 
promised to assist him in his work. He 
(Mr. Hoskins) is one of our oldest native 
Christians and workers, having been ap- 
pointed a catechist by the late Bishop 
Payne on the opening of Bohlen Station, 
Webo, in 1857. His last appointment 
was at one of the stations which we have 
lost on the east side of the Cavalla river, 
now in the possession of the French. He 
has selected a nice location at this new 
place, and at the time of my visit had al- 
ready cleared off much land for planting. 
I have as yet made no arrangement for a 
stipend for him, there being no appropri- 
ation for it. 

That night, while sleeping soundly, 
there being no mosquitoes hereto disturb 
us, we were aroused by a loud ery of dis- 
tress. An infant had died, and the 
mother ran about screaming most wildly. 
In the morning all was quiet, the child 
was buried, and the mother dressed and 
walked about, showing no signs of grief ; 
but, as we afterwards discovered, it was 
the quiet that precedes a storm. 

I had planned to leave early that morn- 
ing, but a message was sent to say that 
the king’s head wife would prepare a 
special breakfast for me, and that I should 
wait until that was over. I complied and 
we enjoyed the meal. That was on 
Thursday. 

THE DEADLY SASSA-WOOD. 

When we returned on the following 

Saturday, to our surprise and great sor- 
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row we learned that the devil-doctor had 
been consulted about the death of the 
child; that three persons had been ac- 
cused of having been the cause of it, and 
that they were made to drink the poison- 
ous sassa-wood, which resulted in the 
death of two of them, one of them being 
our hostess, the king’s head wife. Poor 
man, he was greatly distressed, and 
would have prevented the killing of bis 
wife, with whom he had lived many 
years (they were both far advanced in 
age), if he could, but he was the doomed 
victim of somebody’s envy covered by 
an old institution which he had no 
power to resist. As shocking as this 
affair is, it is one of frequent occurrence 
in this land. Few deaths are regarded 
by the heathen as a natural event, and 
scores of precious lives are annually sac- 
rificed to their faith in witchcraft. Hence 
the need of increased efforts to civilize 
and evangelize. Thank God, our work 
in this direction among the Gedeboes, 
living near Cape Palmas, has not been 
in vain, some of them having abolished 
sassa-wood drinking. This is an encour- 
agement for us to persevere, with the 
assurance that a great harvest will fol- 
low these first-fruits. 
SIGNS OF CIVILIZATION. 

On the same day of our departure from 
Gidetabo (Thursday), we reached the 
Eliza F. Drury Station at Gbodobo. As 
soon as we left the canoes and ascended 
the steep bank, the long, straight, and 
wide road leading from the landing to 
the house gave evidence that civilization 
was here. This was further demon- 
strated as I walked over the grounds; 
here a cross-road, cutting the main one 
at right angles, there straight rows of 
coffee trees kept free from grass, yonder 
a patch of eddoes, over there, one of 
cassava, etc., while in the spacious yard 
were to be seen fowls, ducks, sheep, and 
goats, everything nicely arranged. This 
station is ahead of all the others in ma- 
terial advancement. The catechist, Mr. 
J. A. Kae Russell, and his good wife 
gave us a hearty welcome. We visited 
the two heathen villages, situated on 
each side of the station, but the king and 
nearly all the people were away on their 
rice farms, this being their busy sea- 
son. At night, after conducting Even- 
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ing Prayer, I examined the school. 
There were nine boarding-pupils pres- 
ent, representing that number of differ- 
ent tribes, and strange to say, not one be- 
longed to Gbodobo, which is rather a dis- 
couraging feature of the work. It is to 
‘be hoped that they will yet know in this, 
their day, the things which belong unto 
their peace. 
A TIRESOME JOURNEY. 

awe made an early start, on the next 
day, for Webo. It wasa long and tire- 
some jaunt. The men did their best at 
pulling, but sitting in a canoe so small 
as to forbid turning from 6:30 A.M. to 6 
P.M. was no pleasant task. However 
the end was accomplished, Webo was 
reached. Itis here that the late Bishop 
Payne planted Bohlen Station, forty 
years ago. His successor, the late Bishop 
Auer, resided here before he was called 
to the Episcopal office; the Rev. H. H. 
Messenger and several Colored mission- 
aries have lived here, but the work was 
not carried on continuously. One of 


the principal causes has been the turbu- 


lent character of the people. They are 
a wild, barbarous and excitable tribe. 
Some of the missionaries were with- 
drawn from them on account of their 
maltreatment of them; and then, too, 
they have had trouble with the govern- 
ment, which led to a cutting off of all 
communication for a long time. Before 
the late hostilities with the Cavalla tribe 
I resumed the work, but it was again 
suspended on account of that political 
trouble. Now that the way seems to be 
open, I am anxious to put forth fresh 
efforts to redeem them. It is true that 
they are hostile and very treacherous, 
but that makes it all the more necessary 
that we should do our utmost to bring 
them to Jesus, the Prince of Peace. 
The Gospel has reclaimed people just as 
wicked as they, and it can do it again. 
On our arrival, owing to the lateness 
of the hour and the limited time at my 
command, we could not reach the capi- 
tal, but stopped at a village next in im- 
portance to it, if not equally so for our 
purposes, near the rapids of the river 
called Nyaake. An interview was held 
with the head men, who said they would 
be glad to have us operate among them 
again, and promised al] the land we 
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might want for the purpose. I hope, 
therefore, to be in a position to reopen 
the station in the near future if we can 
find a good man to take charge of it, and 
the money to support him. It is the 
largest tribe on the Liberian side of the 
Cavalla river, and might become a basis 
for missionary operations stretching into 
the far interior. 

On Saturday morning we started on 
the return trip. I had arranged to spend 
the Lord’s Day at Cavalla Station, and 
therefore had to hasten on as fast as pos- 
sible. The sun left us when we had got 
a little over one-half of the distance, but 
the moon shone brightly, and so we 
pushed on, weary and hungry, reaching 
Dinyemalu, the place of embarkation, 
thirty minutes after midnight. Four 
miles’ walking thence brought us to Ca- 
valla, and at 2 a.m. I lay down for a Lit- 
tle rest. 

Interesting services were held in the 
Church of the Epiphany on Sunday, 
January 17th. The building is in bad 
condition, but it could be used, especially 
as the weather was dry. The pastor, the 
Rev. T. C. Brownell Gabla, was very ill. 
He accompanied me to the church, but 
could take no part, and had to leave dur- 
ing the service. The lay-reader, Mr. 
Samuel Gyude Bowman, read the Morn- 
ing Prayer. I preached from the Gospel 
for the day, addressed and confirmed 
twenty candidates (mostly young men) 
and celebrated the Holy Communion. 
In the afternoon, the heathen were in- 
vited from the near villages to the 
church and were addressed by the cate- 
chist, Mr. Collins, and myself. They 
listened attentively, and may God add 
His blessing. 

GENERAL CONVOCATION AT MONROVIA. 

I left Cape Palmas for Monrovia with 
my family on the 31st of January, hav- 
ing been detained a few days on account 
of the marriage of my elder son, which 
took place on the 28th. We arrived 
safely on the next day, and immediately 
set to work getting things arranged in 
the house and adding some necessary 
improvements, 

The general convocation began in 
Trinity Memorial Church on the 10th of 
February, and closed on the 15th. There 
were eleven clergymen and nine lay 
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delegates present. As the journal will 
be put in print, I need not give a full ac- 
count of the proceedings. Several sub- 
jects appertaining to the interest of the 
work were discussed and some action 
taken on them. The one prevailing 
sentiment was that our Churchfolk 
must be aroused to a full consciousness 
of their duty to help forward the work 
of God in thisland. To this end, it was 


decided that the convocation should | 


undertake some definite work. A com- 
mittee was accordingly appointed to de- 
vise plans for setting on foot and sup- 
porting on funds collected exclusively 
in the jurisdiction an industrial school. 
The said committee is to report at the 
next meeting. In the meantime, collec- 
tions are to be made toward the object. 
The convocation sat as a board of direc- 
tors of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
Missionary Society of Liberia on the third 
day. This body takes cognizance of all 
the missionary work that is done in the 
jurisdiction by persons other than those 
who are employed by the parent society 
in the United States of America. Dele- 
gates were admitted to seats from the 
Ladies’ Church Aid Society of Monrovia, 
and the Woman’s Auxiliary and Order 
of the Sons and Daughters of the King, 
of Cape Palmas, who read reports of 
their work. Other parochial organiza- 
tions, not represented by delegates, sent 
reports, which were read by the secre- 
tary. They were all encouraging, and 
were favorably reported on by the com- 
mittee on the state of the Church. Steps 
were taken to unite the different branches 
of women workers into one general or- 
ganization, which is to meet at the time 
and place of the general convocation. 
Mrs. Ella M. Grimes, of Monrovia, was 
appointed general secretary of that body. 
Bishop Hartzell, of the Methodist de- 
nomination, who recently arrived on his 
first visit to Africa, and whose annual 
conference adjourned the day before we 
met, visited us in company with some of 
his ministers on the fourth day’s session, 
and, in response to my invitation, ad- 
dressed the convocation. His speech 
was interesting throughout; but what he 
said touching unanimity of feelings and 
actions between Christians of different 
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persuasions in the missionary work was 
particularly so. It will be remembered 
that this subject engaged our attention 
at the last convocation. He listened to 
the discussion on the proposed industrial 
school] and complimented us on the steps 
taken in that direction. 
SUNDAY SERVICES. 

Interesting public services were held 
every day during the sessions, and espe- 
cially on the Lord’s Day intervening, 
when we met the Lord in His holy tem- 
ple four times; 1. At’? A.M., when Morn- 
ing Prayer was said and the Sacrament 
of Baptism administered to twelve native 
boys and women. They were brought 
from heathenism by the senior warden 
of the church, who takes a deep interest 
in their spiritual welfare. 2. At 10:30 
A.M. I preached, addressed, and con- 
firmed six candidates, presented by the 
pastor, and celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion. 3. At 3 P.m., the Rev. Dr. G. 
W. Gibson preached the sermon and I 
confirmed his excellency W. D. Cole- 
man, President of Liberia. He is con- 
nected with Grace Church, Clay-Ash- 
land, but his official duties make it 
necessary that he should reside in the 
capital. At the last biennial election he 
was chosen vice-president and was pro- 
moted on the death of Mr. Cheeseman. 
As chief executive of the nation, he has 
set an example worthy of imitation. 
How fitting that, having been called to 
such a responsible position, he should 
seek first the Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, and, like Solomon, be 
anxious to possess an understanding 
heart for the proper discharge of his 
duties. May God bless his administra- 
tion to the advancement of the cause of 
Christianity and civilization in this land! 
4. A fourth service was held at night, 
when the Rev. R. C. Cooper preached. 
The attendance was good throughout the 
day.

CHINA. 


ST. MARY’S HALL, SHANGHAI. 

The Rev. Y. T. Chu, who was appointed 
by Bishop Graves to conduct the classical 
examinations, last winter, of the pupils at 
St. Mary’s Hall, Shanghai, in the course 
of his report speaks as follows: ‘‘St. 
Mary’s Hall has now been established 
about seventeen years, and during that 
time many girls have been educated there. 
The place is well suited for school work 
in that it is quiet and isolated and the 
students have none of the temptations of 


the city. They have a large playground, 
where they can take exercise, and the 
house is large and airy. 

‘During these seventeen years many 
of the girls educated here have been mar- 
ried, and their daughters are now being 
educated at St. Mary’s. There are others 
who are teachers in girls’ day-schools. 

‘* Besides being taught Chinese and Eng- 
lish, the pupils study astronomy, arith- 
metic, geography, music, all kinds of 
plain sewing, embroidery, knitting, spin 
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ning, and weaving. Thus, slowly and 
step by step, their minds are developed, 
their lives are broadened, and they be- 
come intelligent, useful women, and 
faithful workers for the extension of 
God’s Kingdom in their native land.” 
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Twelve came from a place outside the 
city, on the banks of the Han, about four 
miles from the chapel. They had been 
brought in and instructed almost entirely 
by a very earnest Christian named Ts’ai, 
who lives there. After the Chinese

A.member of the Brotherhood of St. 
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Andrew writes to the St. Andrew’s Cross 
as follows: “I have many things to 
write about our work here, but mainly 
to say how comprehensive are the plans 
upon which the China mission is con- 
ducted and how few are the men we 
have to work them. The largeness of 
the issues and the splendid opportunity 
grow upon me every day; but I shall be 
better able to write of this when I have 
become better acquainted with our 
Deacons and Christians and have seen 
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not only good furniture, but a good sup- 
ply of both drugs and apparatus. Dr. 
Merrins built it. The physician in charge 
has opportunities to enter the very 
highest as well as the lower homes of 
this important city. Dr. Ludlow has 
been called frequently to the governor’s 
yamen, and the homes of mandarins, 
where, of course, no other kind of a mis- 
sionary would be tolerated. He is called 
because he is recognized as one who can 
be trusted in extreme cases.

more of the work as it is actually carried 
on. One department, however, I feel 
confident in writing a few words about 
now—that is, the opportunity in medical 
work. 

‘‘Here in Wuchang we have a hospi- 
tal, which, Mr. Partridge says, is actually 
the very best in the whole empire. He 
says those he has seen in Pekin, Tientsin, 
Shanghai, Amoy, and Foochow do not 
begin to compare with it for substantial 
building, convenience, and medical and 
surgical equipment. We have the 
pavilion plan with separate wards, and 


‘Can you imagine a better opening 
for missionary work than this? Whata 
chance to dispel the senseless prejudice 
against foreigners, and especially Chris- 
tians! Then this hospital is also the 
place to which all cases from the cotton 
mill, with its 3,000 employees, are sent 
by regular agreement; and besides this 
are the numerous openings made by the 
Christians themselves, who know, at 
least, how to direct suffering friends to a 
place of possible relief. 

‘‘Of course there are all sorts of diffi- 
culties which one would not meet at 
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home, particularly that of getting com- 
petent help and of having the doctor’s 
orders obeyed; yet these things may be 
stepping-stones to influence as well as 
hindrances. It is really the pioneer work 
of the mission. Besides that, it is exactly 
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the work for the brotherhood to be in- 
terested in, for, while it offers the widest 
scope for brotherhood influence, both 
directly in the native homes, and in- 
directly in the training of native as- 
sistants, it is laymen’s work.” 


JAPAN. 


A REPORT BY THE REV. MR. TAI. 

The Rev. Masakazu Tai, of the Japan 
mission, who has lately returned to Japan 
after a visit to this country, made a report 
of his work to the Board of Managers, 
while here, from which we take the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘I can never express to you how 
much I feel that I personally owe to your 
great kindness in sending to my native 
land bearers of the good tidings of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

‘From my entrance into that glorious 
light I have been laboring in your mis- 
sion work among my people, ever desir- 
ing to visit the home Church in your 
great country, to see and personally 
thank the generous Fathers in the Church 
for what they have done for my dear 
native land. Our God and Father hav- 
ing granted me this gracious favor, I 
think it is my duty to make to you some 
report of my work, and make known to 
you some of the sad needs of that great 
work, that child of your loving sym- 
pathy. 

‘It is about twenty years since, having 
cleared away the mists and clouds of 
doubt and unbelief, I was baptized (in 
1876) by the Rev. Mr. Cooper. I had 
been carefully and earnestly investigat- 
ing Christianity for three years before I 
was baptized, and in those three years my 
inward man was completely changed, 
and after I was baptized I could not keep 
the truth and way of salvation to myself; 
so I began immediately to speak before 
the public, and in the autumn of the 
same year I began to work under Mr. 
Cooper as a catechist. But as Mr. Cooper 
went home, on account of his ill-health, 
I came under the immediate care of 
Bishop C. M. Williams in the following 
year. 

‘‘The divinity-school was founded in 
1878. I entered there, and after four 
years, graduated, and became a Deacon. 
As there were very few native Christian 


workers in those days I had to work very 
hard, and at a great many places. 

“Tt isa hard thing for a man to give 
up his old home, and it is more so when 
he is to go to some unpleasant place; 
nay, he would not move to any such 
place if he could help it. Such is or has 
been, figuratively speaking, the condi- 
tion of mind of the people when thinking 
about becoming Christians and giving up 
their old belief. Although the law 
against Christianity was repealed thirty 
years ago, it has been very difficult to 
destroy the people’s idea that the ‘re- 
ligion of Jesus’ is an ‘evil sect’ of the 
West—which idea had been cut deep into 
their brains for 300 years, and to carry on 
mission work in Japan until about 
fifteen years ago was the most difficult 
thing a man could attempt to do. 

‘* When I became converted, not only 
my acquaintances and friends, but my 
dearest relatives forsook me. I was told 
afterwards that when I became a Chris- 
tian my people held a family council and 
were going to imprison me in one of the 
rooms of the house. Such was not my 
case only; many a son was denounced 
by his parents and other relations; many 
a man lost his good position; many 
a wife was divorced. A man whom I 
knew well was forsaken by all his rela- 
tions, and I used to go to see him once or 
twice a day and try to comfort him. 

‘Nothing, however, could conquer the 
truth. Persecution grew tired, and Chris- 
tianity came out victorious, like the ris- 
ing sun in the eastern sky. Men and 
women began to study the Christian re- 
ligion, and Christianity gained confi- 
dence in society. Converts increased 
from day to day, and the statistics of the 
Churchmembers grew with wonderful 
rapidity; so much so that some thought 
‘the whole nation would be baptized 
within a few years.’ 

‘*But action always produces reaction. 
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When the western civilization was intro- 
duced into our country there was not 
much time to examine it, and together 
with many good things, there came in 
many bad things also, thus arousing the 
cautious minds of some conservatives 
against western customs. Then the close 
examination of the western manners and 
customs began; those of religion as well 
as politics, and learning, and commerce. 
Then a storm of attacks commenced 
against some of the weak points of Eu- 
ropean civilization. Then some weak- 
minded persons did not know what to do 
with their relazion to the Church, and 
finally Christian missionary work in the 
empire came to a standstill for some time. 

‘The ice was broken, however, by the 
late war with China. When the war 
was declared the people became so ex- 
cited that no one expected that there 
would be any chance of doing mission- 
ary work; but good work was done. 
A great many Bibles were distributed 
among the soldiers. When the war 
broke out, the president of the Bible 
Society petitioned the war department of 
the government to permit the society to 
distribute Bibles and Testaments in the 
camps, and the petition was granted. 
Even Prince Komatsu-no-miya and Ad- 
miral Kobayama commended the sugges- 
tion of the Bible Society to the generals 
and lower officers, and I am told that the 
prince himself distributed many hundred 
Bibles at his own expense. It was said: 
‘The Bible is in the hands of each soldier 
now; why could we not go a step farther 
and preach to them?’ This was done. 
Under the command of an officer, and in 


the attitude of ‘attention’ the soldiers 
and sailors listened to the Christian chap- 
lain for the first time in the Japanese 
army and navy. But, alas, the preachers 
who were supplied by several denomina- 
tions, were nof well qualified, and thus 
the work could not continue any longer 
than about one year. But we learned a 
lesson from this. It was said: ‘To be 
able to supply the demand of our nation, 
which is now well advanced in civiliza- 
tion, the education of the native preach- 
ers is one of the most important and ur- 
gent things in Japanese mission work.’ 
The preaching in the army and navy was 
a failure; but our consolation is that 
Christians have individually gained con- 
fidence in the government. 

‘“When Port Arthur was occupied by 
the Japanese army the majority of the 
officers were taken for Christians. One 
of our theological students was taken into 
the army, during the war, as a ‘second 
reserve.’ After his regiment went to the 
field, he was made its treasurer and was 
permitted the discretionary use of $600 
per month. 

‘‘The Japanese Government is very 
favorable to Christianity. The only dif- 
ficulty is on the part of the Christians. If 
those who are managing the mission work 
could only understand the matter per- 
fectly well things would not be so diffi- 
cult as they now are. I hope most ear- 
nestly that the day will come soon, when 
our young Church in Japan will have 
grown strong, and become more inde- 
pendent, and be able to walk in her own 
way, that is, without being obliged to ask 
aid from abroad.” 


A SIGNIFICANT FACT. 


REFERRING to a letter received from 
the Rev. F. W. Nichols, a missionary of 
the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel at Kuab, in the island of Borneo, 
the Mission Field says: ‘‘ What he does 
say is really wonderful. What words 
can express the significance of the fact 
that the work in the village of Dyaks— 
of all people in the world—is like the 
work inasmall English village. Any- 
one who has the least idea of what the 
Dyaks were two! generations ago will 


have some appreciation of what this 
means. It is all the more remarkable 
when we remember that the village is 
surrounded by heathen villages tenacious 
of their old evil traditions. At Kuab, the 
headquarters of the missions, the work is 
much the same as it would be in a small 
English parish, for the population is 
entirely Christian. We begin and end 
the day with Matins and Evensong, and 
on Sundays and the great festivals Holy 
Communion is celebrated.” 


MISCELLANY. 


AT MID-DAY PRAY FOR MISSIONS.

THE Missionary Council, at 
Chicago, in 1893, adopted a 
resolution that, during the 
continuance of the Council, 


a pause should be made each 


day at twelve o’clock for 
brief prayer for the coming 


of Christ’s Kingdom in all 
the world, and recommend- 
ing the custom of noonday 
prayer for missions to all 
gatherings of Churchpeople, 
and to the clergy and mission 
stations at home and abroad. 


THE Church of England Missionary Conference, held in London in May, 1894, 
adopted the custom of noonday prayer upon suggestion from the American Church, 
and in their report said: ‘‘The conference is now among the things of the past. Is it 
too much to hope that at least one permanent memorial of it may remain amongst us, 
and that from many of our churches the noontide bell may call us, in the field, the 
workshop, or the mart, to lift our hearts, at any rate for a moment, in prayer for all 
missions of the Church of Christ?” The House of Bishops in Minneapolis adopted 
the observance, and it may now be considered an established custom commended by 
the highest authority.

Therefore let us earnestly beseech Him to 
make every mission station to be a centre of light and a channel of life; to inflame

WHAT A MISSIONARY LIVED 
TOZSEE: 


THE Rev. Joseph Matthews lately died 
at Kaitaia, New Zealand. He was the 
oldest missionary upon the roll of the 
Church Missionary Society of England, 
and he died at a mission station which 
he himself had helped to found in 1833. 
When he landed in New Zealand, he and 
his fellow-missionaries were the only 
European residents amongst the war-lov- 
ing, man-eating natives of the islands. 
When he died, New Zealand was a pros- 
perous colony, the Christian Church 
within it was minutely organized, and 
the Maoris were largely Christianized and 
ministered to by men of their own blood, 
many of whom had been his converts and 
pupils. 

It is significant of the feeling towards 
missions in the thirties, that of the seven 
men sent out by the Church Missionary 
Society in the year Joseph Matthews 
sailed, only three were English. Of the 
others, one was a Prussian, one a Hano- 
verian, one a Wurtemburger, and one a 
Swede. Of these four, two had been 
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trained at the Basle seminary. Mr. Mat- 
thews lived to see the day when the very 
flower of the English youth counted it a 
joy to volunteer for fields as forbidding 
as cannibal New Zealand seemed to be in 
the early thirties. 


A DEVOTED MISSIONARY. 


ONE of the pioneer missionaries of the 
American Board to the Zulus, was the 
Rev. George Champion. His decision to 
go to Africa came like a thunderbolt upon 
his grandfather, who offered him all his 
wealth if he would give it up, or he 
would pay the expenses of five persons to 
go as substitutes; but Mr. Champion 
felt that the Lord called him. When 
this generous old man found that he 
could not turn his grandson from his pur- 
pose, he paid all his expenses while in 
Africa, and gave money to the work 
besides. 


NO MUSIC. 


WRITING concerning the first ordina- 
tion service held by him in Japan, Bishop 
Awdry, of Osaka, says: ‘‘ All went very 
well, but it was curious to have no music 
at all. Asasign of public mourning for 
the empress-mother, all music is forbid- 
den for a term, and though it’ was ex- 
plained that this was not intended to 
apply tomusic in religious services, yet, 
on the whole, it was thought best to show 
the fullest possible sympathy with Jap- 
anese feeling by having no singing. 
The Japanese are excessively sensitive as 
to foreigners disregarding their feelings, 
especially in matters connected with 
patriotism.” 


A NOVEL MISSIONARY EXHIBI- 
TION. 


A RECENT loan exhibition in Colston 
Hall, Bristol, England, was a great suc- 
cess. Each court was in charge of a 
missionary who gave ‘‘talks” at inter- 
vals. during the day. In addition to the 
usual courts representing countries, a 
medical court was fitted up, showing a 
mission hospital, and also an operating 
theatre, which was under the charge of 
Dr. H. Lankester. Modes of travel were 
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illustrated by a Japanese jinrickisha, a 
Chinese wheelbarrow, a bullock bandy, 
dog sleighs, etc., and models of an Indian 
zenana and an Indian wigwam were also 
on view. Lantern lectures, sacred con- 
certs, and organ recitals were given at 
intervals during the four days.

—Turkish, Syriac, Armenian, Chi- 
nese, and Swedish missions are supported 
by St. Bartholomew’s Parish, New York. 


—The Red Cross Society has 300,000 
members in Japan. At the last general 
meeting, held at Tokyo, 10,000 persons 
were present. 

——tThe Rev. Foss Westcott, one of 
the two sons of the Bishop of Durham, 
who manned the mission of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel at 
Cawnpore, India, writes that out of the 
hundreds of tourists who came to see the 
memorial well last cold weather, only 
one—and he a clergyman—took the 
trouble to drive a quarter of a mile 
further to visit the mission. 

According to the Rev. 8. L. Bald- 
win, who has spent over twenty years in 
China, the following are some of the 
figures relating to Christian medical mis- 
sions in that land: There are 100 male 
and fifty female physicians, 150 male 
native medical students and thirty female 
students, seventy-one hospitals, treating 
many thousands of patients, and the phy- 
sicians attending yet other thousands at 
their homes, and 111 dispensaries, in 
which over 223,000 patients are treated. 
There are 2,000 walled towns in 
China, and in every one of them there is 
an inclosure where the civil-service ex- 
amination is held. This examination is 
one of the institutions of China which has 
retained much of its purity and inno- 
cence. A sword hangs suspended over 
the seat occupied by each examiner, as a 
warning to him of the fate which will 
meet him if he is corrupt, and yet many 
of these examiners do accept bribes and 
many mandarins are in office through 
corrupt practices. 

From the Yoruba country, in west 
Africa, has come the interesting intelli- 
gence that there had been the first bap- 
tism at Iwade, when forty-eight adults

and twenty-nine boys and girls were 
baptized. Bishop Oluwole reports the 
confirmation of thirty-five candidates and 
the baptism of fifteen adults at Isan and 
Aroloya, and the ordination at Lagos of 
three Deacons, presented by the native 
Church, 1,700 persons having attended 
the service. At Abeokuta the Bishop 
confirmed ninety-four candidates. 


——Bishop Tugwell, of the western 
equatorial African mission, and the Rev. 
D. H. D. Wilkinson have sailed from 
London for the West Indies for the pur- 
pose of promoting plans for the employ- 
ment of godly Africans from Jamaica 
and other West Indian islands in the work 
of evangelizing their heathen country- 
men in west Africa. A generous offer 
has been made by the Lady Mico trustees 
to educate free of cost in their college in 
Jamaica a certain number of African 
youths, with a view to missionary work. 


—The great missionary loan exhibition 
recently held at Birmingham, England, 
‘‘fully justified,” says the Church Mis- 
sionary Intelligencer, ‘‘ the enterprise of 
the zealous local friends in engaging 
Bingley Hall, one of the largest halls in 
the country. It is estimated that over 
100,000 visited the exhibition, including 
some 20,000 children from the voluntary 
and board schools, whose visit was sanc- 
tioned by the government inspector as a 
recognized part of the day’s work. The 
hope is entertained that nearly £2,000 
will be cleared, after discharging the 
heavy expenditure involved.” 


——At a recent meeting in London in 
behalf of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel, Sir Charles A. Elliot, late 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, spoke of 
the experience of missions which he had 
gathered during a residence of forty 
years in India. Concerning the success 
of Christianity he said that since 1881 it 
had ‘‘ increased four times as fast as the 
Hindoo and Mohammedan population 
generally. The increase in some of the 
northern provinces is very remarkable. 
I remember Sir Charles Aitchison re- 
marking that in 1851 there was not a 
single native Christian in the whole of 
the Punjaub. Now there are over 6,000, 
and every one of those is the product of 
conversion.”

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE SUMMER. 


Wirn the many annual meetings of the Woman’s Auxiliary which take 
place in the spring, most of us are apt to feel that the work for the season 
closes, and that we may now rest a while from missionary effort—take our sum- 
mer holiday, after which we will make a new beginning in the fall. But is it 
not rather true that in such work as this there is no actual holiday season, and 
that in summer, as in winter, there remains something to be done? So, with 
this thought in mind, we offer these suggestions : 

First: To diocesan officers.—Would it not be possible for you to have a 
conference before you scatter for the summer, and, Church Almanac and last 
annual report of your branch in hand, go over together the list of parishes in 
the diocese? Note those that do not work with the Auxiliary at all, and those, 
also, that work, but so inefficiently or so little in proportion to their ability, that 
their help is meagre and disappointing. Divide these parishes among you, and 
undertake, each week during the summer, to write a certain number of personal 
letters to them, asking their interest and claiming their co-operation by every 
persuasive argument that may occur to you. When you have put your best 
thoughts into your best words, do not try to write a new letter for each new par- 
ish, but send the same to all. Do not write to the rector. Write to the presi- 


dent or secretary; or, where there is no branch, to some woman whom you 


know, or whose address you can obtain (always with the understanding that the 
branch be formed with the approval of the rector); or, if you have no such ad- 
dress, send your letter to the rector, asking if he will not commend it to that 
woman in his parish most likely to be interested in the subject. By this means 
it is possible you may strengthen some weak and failing branches, and make a 
beginning toward some new ones, against the opening of the next working year. 

Second: To parochial oficers.—Cannot you, too, gather together once 
more before disbanding for the summer, and look over the parish and its possi- 
bilities thoroughly ? Ask your rector to let you go over the parish list and make 
out a list of the women communicants who take no part in Auxiliary work. 
Divide this list among yourselves, and undertake, between this time and the 
fall, to approach every woman, either personally or by letter, trying to interest 
her in the Church’s mission work, that she may share in all the parochial branch 
of the Auxiliary is doing for it, when you meet again. 

And third: To individual members.—Because meetings may be discontin- 
ued in the summer and the workers scattered; because you may be away from 
home, or entertaining many guests at home, do not forget that you have mis-

sionary interests and obligations. However busy, however far away, you can. do 
three simple things, in order to retain during the summer months—during 
whose heat, as in the winter’s cold, Christ must be preached, and souls be won 
to Him—the feeling that you share in the privilege of this service. 

First, at noon each day, wherever you may be and whatever doing—since 
no Christian can be where it is impossible to turn to Christ—say the missionary 
prayer, ‘‘ Thy kingdom come.” 

Second, each Sunday, in the quiet and the leisure that Sunday ought to 
bring, take one half-hour in which to read from some book or paper, about mis- 
sions. 

Third, take with you, or keep before you at home, the blue box for the 
United Offering, for a daily or weekly gift, remembering that prayers and alms 
together make an acceptable offering to God. 

If the diocesan and parochial officers and the individual members of the 

"Auxiliary would do these few simple things, we should meet again, after our 
summer’s refreshment, stronger than ever before, and better fitted for the new 
burdens and the new efforts and the new desires which a new year will surely 
bring.

A WEEK IN THE HOLY LAND. 


A LETTER FROM MRS. TWING. 


JAFFA, March 5th, 1897. 
My dear Friends: 


In the earliest days of the Auxiliary, those of us who can look back so far will 
remember the letters that used to comé to us from Miss Mary Baldwin, describing 
the work in the little school for Arab boys in this place—the ancient Joppa of 
Palestine and the port of Jerusalem. Among a host of memories and associations 
crowding upon me this morning as I landed, this was not forgotten, and it was a 
pleasure to find myself brought directly from the steamer to the Jerusalem Hotel, 
exactly opposite her old school, and to make my very first visit there, under the 
guidance of my Greek dragoman, one of her former pupils. 

There, in the same old building where she lived and taught and died, 120 little 
boys are still being instructed by the two brothers who were teachers under her, 
one of them, Selim, for twenty-three years in charge of his class-room. He has 
the oldest scholars; and you can imagine the pleasure I felt in hearing them tell 
me all the events in the Bible recorded about Joppa—the story of Jonah being the 
first upon their lips; and then having them read to me, in English, the account of 
Dorcas and her good works (they said she ‘‘ sewed for the poor”’), and her restora- 
tion from death; and in English and Arabic, alternately, the chapter about the 
vision to St. Peter, and the message from Cornelius, and the first preaching of the 
Gospel to the Gentiles. 

After that, a visit to the house of Simon, the tanner, and a half-hour on the 
roof, with my Bible in my hand, and then a little pilgrimage to the tomb of 
- Tabitha, seemed to unite the ancient and modern times, and bound the missionary 


work of to-day and of 1,800 years ago closely together in my mind, for all time to 
come. 
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In the few minutes left before turning to more sacred places still, I felt I must 
send you this word of greeting. I am writing it in a lovely garden, under an 
oleander tree, with an orange orchard just in front of me, and palm trees, while 
beyond, to the left, lies the picturesque old town from which I have just come; 
and through the trees and between the houses I catch glimpses of the blue waters 
of the Mediterranean, and overhead is the even more brilliantly blue and cloud- 
less arch of the sky of the Holy Land. Some of you have seen the same view, 
and been on this same pilgrimage. Many others I hope may have the privilege, 
for there can be no other journeying like it in the whole world. 


JERUSALEM, March 5th-10th. 

Into these five days how much has been crowded! It seems almost impossible 
to realize the number of sacred sites, long dear and holy to Christian hearts, upon 
which at last my own eyes and feet have rested. The time at my disposal has been 
short—only six whole days in Palestine—two for the journey back and forth be- 
tween Jaffa and Jerusalem, and four days for Jerusalem itself and its immediate 
surroundings. I have chosen to see the Holy City well, rather than go too hur- 
riedly through it for the sake of a passing glimpse of other historic spots,and I 
have been able to do so with intense satisfaction. Having left my own party in 
Cairo, and come away by myself for this single week, with a dragoman assigned 
to my sole service, a Greek Christian quite in sympathy with my special prefer- 
ences, it has been possible to use each day exactly as I wished, and, though not 
travelling alone, to be alone in all those places where the past can become truly 
real only in the absence of all human companionship. 

In this way I have spent hours in the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, along the 
Via Dolorosa, in the Garden of Gethsemane, in Bethany, on the Mount of Olives, 
and in the Church of the Holy Nativity in Bethlehem. When one has said that, 
what is there left to say ? Those who have had the same experience will recall it 
all. Those who have not must imagine it. 

And yet there have been some few distinguishing features upon which I may 
dwell, wherein I have felt myself exceptionally favored. First, in the circum- 
stances of the short journey to which I have already alluded, having friends always 
near at hand, and new and congenial acquaintances with whom to talk over each 
night the events of the day, and yet the privilege of visiting quietly each separate 
spot, and staying—not as long as I desired, but as long as I could. Next, the un- 
usual perfection of the weather, each day more golden and balmy than the last, 
each night more exquisitely perfect than the one before; while heavy rains just 
the day preceding our arrival had washed the streets as clean and fresh as anyone 
could wish. And, last, I had a special interest, all my own, in my visits to the 
Holy Sepulchre, because I made my pilgrimage with a great company of Russian 
pilgrims, the latest to be allowed by the Czar to come to Palestine until the plague 
should cease in India. I had come straight from Bombay, stopping only for quar- 
antine at the Wells of Moses, in Arabia, and perhaps they would have been afraid 
of me had they known it; but they did not know, and the devotion of those poor 
peasants, the very poorest of the poor, could not but move my own heart to added 
reverence and more earnest thankfulness for the many mercies vouchsafed 
to me all along my way. 

One whole day I have given to Hebron, that I might see the home of the patri- 
archs, the Cave of Machpelah, where are buried Abraham and Sarah, Isaac and 
Rebecca, Jacob and Leah, and the ancient city where David was first made king of 
the house of Judah, and then anointed king over all Israel. Another morning I 
went all about the walls of Jerusalem, viewing its towers and gates and battle- 

ments, and literally walking about Zion as slowly as I could persuade my donkey 
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to carry me. And an afternoon ever to be remembered I spent in Bethlehem. 
Then, besides, to have seen Siloam, the Pool of Bethesda, the site of the Temple, 
J ordaa and ire Dead Sea, Mount Nebo, Mizpah, the valley of Ajalon, the land of 
the Philistines, the Plains of Sharon, Animathens Lydda—I am afraid to mention 
more lest you should find it hard to believe anyone could do so much, and really 
not hurriedly, in so short 4 time. It has only been possible by filling every day 
full, from early in the morning until late at night, and sparing not a single hour 


for letters. 


But I felt I could not go away without sending you just a brief outline of what 
has been to me so great a pleasure, and if it reaches the officers of the Auxiliary for 


their April meeting,

ALASKA. 


FROM ST, JAMES’S MISSION, FORT ADAMS. 
From Mrs. Prevost. 


Just as the steamer sails from San 
Francisco, carrying Mrs. Prevost’s moth- 
er, Mrs. Demonet, to bear her company 
in her far-off home, we print this story 
of last year’s experiences, in order to 
bring that home near to our interest and 
sympathy. 


June, 1896: We have passed the winter 
splendidly, notwithstanding the forty, 
fifty and sixty degrees below zero; but 
even then, if there is no wind, we have 
kept comfortable, thank God, for it is to 
Him we must give all honor and praise 
for the work we have been able to accom- 
plish. Our hands have been full. Mr. 
Prevost has had more than he could do, 
having eight hospital patients, and out- 
side treatment, and Indian school to at- 
tend to, besides his other duties. I was 
glad to be able to relieve him in teaching 
the house children, four girls and little 
Arthur, who all speak English and give 
me great satisfaction. We have been so 
busy that the winter passed very quickly, 
indeed. A trader, 200 miles below us on 
the river, who was very ill, sent his 
daughter to ask Mr. Prevost to come to 
him, The girl stayed with me during his 
absence. 

Just now everything in nature is beau- 
tiful, so fresh and green, the river so 
calm, so picturesque; a soft breeze is blow- 
ing, that keeps Alaskan mosquitoes away. 
In early spring, before the snow is off the 
ground, we have the dear little snow- 
birds, also the chickadees; later follow 
the greatest variety, the wild canary and 


the robin redbreast being among them. 
The air is filled with song, and our hearts 
ascend with them in praise and thanks- 
giving for the return of sunny, warmer 
days. Our mission home children are full 
of mirth, fun and frolic; they love to be 
outside, and would remain there night 
and day, although it is hard to distin- 
guish the two now, as the sun is still up 
at ten p.m. We take long walks in the 
woods and watch the progress of the wild 
flowers. It is hard for little Arthur to 
keep from plucking them when partly 
open buds, he is so fond of flowers. This 
child is giving satisfaction in every way, 
having made great progress in his studies. 
He is in the Third Reader, which has 
definitions, does addition and subtrac- 
tion, and is begging very hard to take 
geography, but Mr. Prevost is afraid his 
mind would be taxed too mxch for his 
physical strength. He is also a splendid 
little Churchman. 

All game was very scarce last winter. 
The natives gathered very little fur, and 
there has been much suffering among 
them. Up the Tanana river for a while 
there was starvation, the poor natives eat- 
ing their dead dogs. Our own natives, 
even, ran out of dried fish very early, ow- 
ing to a feast they had in November at an 
old station eight miles below here. At 
such times they take all their provisions 
to maintain the festivity, and, of course, 
suffer afterwards. Since the coming of 
missionaries the Indians of the upper 
Yukon river are much in advance of those 
on the coast and lower river. The natives 
here dress neatly in our clothing and live 
in log houses; in summer they prefer 
tents. Far up the Tanana there are also 
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log cabins. 
built one for Mr. Prevost and expected 
him to visit them last winter, but he was 
unable to leave the sick here. When the 
Northern Light is in operation it will be 
easier for him to visit all these points. 
Sunday, June 7th: Quite a number of 
natives are here to-day, camping along 
the river, and make a picture worth snap- 
ping with a camera. Mr. Prevost holds 


a service for us at about three now, and for 


. the natives at four-thirty. It is joy, in- 
deed, to see the heartiness with which 
our people at the mission join in the ser- 
vice; they would like to repeat everything 


after Mr. Prevost, but they are gradually’ 


learning when to join in. When I first 
played the organ for them to sing they 
seemed either afraid to follow or would 
rather listen, as they are very fond of 


music, but before leaving last winter for 


the hunting grounds the organ had lost 
its palsying effect, and they sang with 
their usual volume. 
a sermon to the children every Sunday, 
which they enjoy; it is a pleasure to see 
the love they all have for their Church 
services. In the early evening Mr. Pre- 
vost takes them for catechism and Bible 
instruction, which I enjoy myself. Dur- 
ing Lent we had a daily morning service 
at nine, and short address. They all 
missed these very much at the close. 

We are so delighted at the coming of 
the Bishop. We expect him every day. 
It renews our hope and courage. In- 
deed, we want more workers here, and 
the good Bishop will see the need and 
provide for it. We shall need, too, a 
Church school somewhere on the Yukon 
river, for the traders’ children especially. 

The herd of deer the government has 
promised the mission may not be able to 
come this year, which will be a great 
disappointment, as it would make winter 
travelling so much easier. Mr. Hultberg, 
the Swedish missionary at Gulavin bay, 
will kindly herd ours with his, till they 
are able to be brought to our section. 

This summer’s fishing has been very 
poor, owing to the river being very high, 
and I am afraid the natives will suffer 
this next winter. . Our own provisions 
have lasted till the arrival of the steamer. 
It was not so at Anvik, where they had 
no more flour, for, owing to the ice on 
the coast, the supply came very late. 
When arrived it was very welcome, not 
only for the food, but the letters and

Mr. Prevost preaches - 
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news from civilization and from all the 
dear friends. 

All winter we have been provided for. 
When we thought we would be without 
meat, some would come at the last minute 
—ducks, geese, etc. ; it was wonderful. I 
feel so undeserving of the care, the pro- 
tection, the great help, we have had 
through all our winter of busy work. It 
seems as if all had been made easy, God 
so lightened everything as we passed 
through. 

We have not yet received the annual 
box, but beforehand I thank our dear 
friends for it. It may come by the late 
river steamer, as they first transport the 
provisions to the different stations; we 
may not get it till October. 

August 14th: The year has passed, and 
so quickly that I hardly realize it is 
gone. Letters of last fall, received the 
first of the year, and those of early spring, 
which came over the summit, helped us 
await patiently the mail by which I re- 
ceived your letter; also the Auxiliary box. 

I was able to do very little work among 
the women this year, owing to the num- 
ber of children we had under our care, 
and hospital patients, who took my en- 
tire time. There is so much work to be 
accomplished, one is saddened, if not dis- 
couraged, at being unable to take it all up. 

How the arrival of the Bishop cheered 
us! He fills a much needed place, and 
does, indeed, seem a man chosen of God 
for the work. We had the privilege and 
honor of his christening and responding 
as sponsor for our son, born July 13th. 

The winter scenes here are beautiful; 
trees and shrubs all ice-covered, ground 
and river mantled in snow; the sun rising 
just high enough above the horizon to 
add glow and exquisite tints as it sets. 
Such scenes I have not yet seen on canvas. 
Although the sunlight is short—from per- 
haps ten-thirty a.m. to three P.M., one 
does not mind this so much moonlight 
nights, for the moon shines so brightly 
one can easily read by its light. And the 
northern lights! How often we have gazed 
in wonder at this wonderful phenomenon. 
Have you read Mrs. Bompas’s description 
of it in her sweet tale of ‘‘Owindia’’? It 
is really a very true and beautiful descrip- 
tion. The lowest the thermometer reached 
here was sixty-eight degrees below, al- 
though the general verdict throughout 
the Yukon valley and coast was that it 
was an exceptionally cold winter. Al- 
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though I found the lifeynew and strange, 
for instance, being one’s own fishmonger 
and butcher, help seemed always at hand 
in the hour of need. 

Our freight reached us July 8th, that 
had remained all winter at St. Michael. 
That of this year has not yet arrived, 
with the exception of the box from Ore- 
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gon, which came by the N. A. TS eek: 
Co. 

We have received good news from 
Anvik. Was there not a beautiful class 
for Confirmation there! We had the 
honor, at St. James’s Mission, of the first 
candidate in Alaska for Confirmation at 
the hands of our own Bishop. 


CHINA. 


FIRST REPORT OF THE CHURCH TRAINING- 
SCHOOL FOR WOMEN, SHANGHAI. 


Looking back at the end of the first six 
months of the Church Training-school 
for women, and summing up the work 
done in that time, I can report some prog- 
ress intellectually, and certainly no 
small quickening of the spiritual life of 
the members of the school. The resident 
students are six inall. These are widows 
who have come from our different mis- 
sion stations along the Yong-tsz. Some 
of these places are 1,000 miles apart, and 
consequently the women do not all speak 
the same language. 

They are divided into two divisions, 
three are in an advance class, and three 
in a beginning class. Besides these, there 
have come for instruction during the six 
months, several women who reside out- 
side the school. The matron of the Or- 
phanage has come in for all the studies 
of the regular course which is pursued by 
the women of the advanced class. The 
matron of St. Mary’s has come in for one 
study. I have tried to interest several of 
the Chinese ladies who are the wives of 
native priests and assistants. They all 
seemed interested and chose special 
studies, which they pursued for a time; 
but after two or three months, polite 
notes came, saying that their family 
duties were such that they would be 
obliged to give up their studies. Thus, 
one by one, they dropped out. When I 
thought of their large families and small 
incomes I had not the heart to urge the 
matter further. So far, it seems to me 
impossible to extend the instruction be- 
yond those who reside in the house. 
These are widows who are, in a way, not 
bound by family cares, so that we can 
control their time, and prepare them to 


work among those who are bound by 
home ties. 

The advanced class, consisting of Mrs. 
Dae, Mrs. Dau, and Mrs. Yseu have re- 
ceived instruction in their various studies 
from clergymen, who have kindly given 
several hours a week each, thus making 
the teaching somewhat varied in its kind, 
and avoiding grooves. At Chinese New 
Year, the time when all the examinations 
take place, they passed creditably in the 
Catechism of the Creed and Lord’s Prayer, 
which they have been carefully studying 
under the Rev. Mr. Rees. A book on Old 
Testament History, taught by the Rev. 
Mr. Yen, has been partially completed. 
The Parables of our Lord, taught by the 
Rey. Mr. Pott, who is the author of the 
book, was satisfactorily completed. One 
of the two volumes of the Life of Christ 
was finished, and we hope to complete 


the second volume by the end of the 
year. 


The beginning class, so called because 
they are really learning to read, consists 
of women who know some Church doc- 
trine, but have not had the advantages of 
early education. One came from Miss 
MacRae’s hospital in Wuchang, one 
through the Rev. Mr. Ingle of Hankow, 
and the third through Bishop Graves, 
who found her among a band of faithful 
native workers in the city of Shasz. 
Wishing to help them, he chose this old™ 
lady as the only available one to be had. 
She is bright and active, and I have 
grown very fond of her. I do not sup- 
pose she ever saw a foreign woman until 
she came down here, and consequently 
she was rather shy at first, and eyed me 
suspiciously over her big tortoise-shell 
spectacles when I was not looking at her. 
We cannot talk much together, for she 
speaks Mandarin, but by a few words, 
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signs and intuition, we manage to have 
our share of secrets together now-a-days 
(See little old woman in front of group 
in photograph). 

Only to-day I carefully examined this 
class and can report that they are cer- 
tainly progressing in their studies. This 
is especially noticeable in Mrs. Hwang 
from Wuchang, who did not know a 
single character when the school opened 
in the autumn. She is young, however, 
and has a great desire to learn, which is 
half the battle. These women are taught 
by the more advanced women, and also 
by Deacon Hwang, who speaks Man- 
darin. 

Besides their regular studies, both 
classes have received weekly instruction 
in the use of the Book of Common 
Prayer, by the Rev. Mr. Pott. This in- 
struction is given to all the resident stu- 
dents and Christians on the Compound. 
Miss Dodson also has taught the women 
much about the Church’s seasons, and 
has carefully questioned them on the ser- 
mons they have heard every Sunday 
morning, thus driving home many a 
truth that otherwise might have been 
overlooked or forgotten. 

In their practical work they have 
taught classes of heathen women, visited 
the dispensary, and regularly every week 
those who speak the dialect have gone 
into the country, under the direction of 
Mrs. Pott, and have done some Bible- 
women’s work in the surrounding vil- 
lages. Mrs. Yen, once a week, has 
kindly taken some of them to the 
Woman’s Hospital in Shanghai, and 
taught them how and when to approach 
the sick and talk to them of the Christian 
religion. They serve in turn as members 
of the altar guild, under the direction of 
Deaconess Mosher. I have not accom- 
plished as much as I had hoped in their 
needlework and their lace work, from 
want of time, this part of the work 
yielding to everything else when time was 
pressing. However, they have done one 
very pretty piece of ecclesiastical em- 
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broidery, which now hangs from the 
prayer-desk in the assembly room, where 
Morning Prayer and mid-day services 
are held. They are working a set of 
altar linen in their odd moments, and are 
slowly learning to make linen lace. 

But far more beneficial to them than 
all the rest is the opportunity they have 
of the regular services of the Church, 
which in itself is an education to those 
who daily profit thereby. Several of 
them have never lived under the shadow 
of a church before, and have never 
known what such privileges mean. I see 
great changes in the regularity of their 
attendance, and that for the better. 

Thus I have tried so far in a poor way 
to tell you what lessons they have 
learned in these six months. Now, I 
want to tell you what great lesson I have 
learned. It is this, that the power of 
example is to be one of the strongest fac- 
tors in developing these women into use- 
ful and efficient helpers in the mission 
field. I have noticed that, as I have been 
earnest and industrious, so have they 
been earnest and industrious. As I have 
been prompt and regular at all the ser- 
vices, so have they been thus. As I have 
allowed other things to interfere with my 
work, or have become lax for a time, on 
account of the trying climate, I have im- 
mediately noticed a laxity on their part. 
Although advanced in years, they are 
still children, and must be led and 
taught as such. I have also learned that 
women of their ages can live together in 
harmony, which was a mooted question 
at first. I think the secret is keeping 
them busy and a little tired, so that they 
have not the inclination to gossip and 
discuss one another. Of course, the 
whole scheme so far is a trial, but after 
six months I am pleased with their con- 
duct and progress, and I am sure, if we 
do our duty, blessings will fall on the 
work, and the Church Training-school 
for Women will prosper.

EXPLANATION OF THE SCHOLARSHIP PLAN. 

It was formerly the custom with many Sunday-schools and individuals wishing to do a definite thing in 
the Foreign field, and to do it all, to contribute annually for the support of a particular child in Africa, or in 
China. In frequent cases such child was given a name by the contributor. This plan, excellent in theory, 
was found to work very badly in so many instances that it was finally determined to discourage all such con- 
tributions. The boys and girls in our Missions, like boysand girls in Christian lands, sometimes in after life 
failed to honor their names. And, again, scholars would be recalled by parents from the schools, and then 
be ese lost sight of, to the distress of those who had done so much for their spiritual enlightenment. It 
was for these reasons that the Scholarship plan was adopted; under which it is only agreed that a pupil 
shall be sustained by each scholarship, and that a brief account of the pupil for the time being shall be sent 
to the supporter annually. The same pupil is retained as long as may be. 

For all its Boarding-schools the Board makes definite appropriations annually. An appropriation of 
a given number of dollars implies the support and education of a given number of pupils. It was, there- 
fore, determined to invite from individuals, branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Churches and Sunday- 
schools, definite contributions of either one hundred dollars, or seventy dollars, or fifty dollars, or forty dol- 
lars, or twenty-five dollars, as the case might require, for the support of these Scholarships. 

We take this opportunity to say a few words with regard to the importance of this kind of work, which 
will be of special interest to the children who are engaged init. Inthe various Mission fields it is among the 
children that we have the greatest hope and promise of success, for our Missionaries can take them when 
they are very young and instruct them, just as they would children in a Christian country, in the truths of 
our holy religion. Thus they learn to grow up as Christians instead of as pagans, and returning to their 
own people act as leaven which, in time, may leaven the whole lump of heathen ignorance with the knowl- 
edge of the truth of Jesus. They become, after a time, fathers and mothers, and then teach their children 
the truth which they have been taught. So a mighty influence is set in motion, which may reach down 
through generations and ages, and at last bring all these great nations to Christ.
